Office of Commissioners of Public Schools, 
Baltimore, November 1, 1874. 

To the Mayor and City Council of Baltimore : 

In compliance with the ordinance of the city, the Commis- 
sioners of Public Schools herewith submit their Forty-Sixth 
Annual Report of the condition of the schools under their 
charge for the year ending October 31, 1874. 

The past year has been one of the most successful and satis- 
factory in the history of the schools since their organization. 
The liberal appropriations made by the City Council for their 
support has enabled tiie Board to perform its duties without 
embarrassment. The cordial co-operation and practical sym- 
pathy of the city authorities with those, to whom the super- 
vision of the schools has been confided, have materially aided 
this work. New buildings have been erected and old ones 
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repaired by the Inspector of Buildings, who has promptly and 
effectively responded to the many demands which have been 
made upon him. Additional facilities have been furnished to 
some of the schools, which have heretofore been conducted 
under many disadvantages. The number of pupils has 
increased — the teachers have generally performed their work 
witli zeal and fidelity — the standard of education has been 
elevated, and there is undoubted evidence of progress and 
improvement in every department. 

In presenting this satisfactory exhibit of tlic schools for the 
past year, the Board congratulates you and the public upon 
the success of our system of popular instruction. Its growth 
and progress have been rapid, keeping pace with other 
important interests, which are contributing to the material 
prosperity of our city. The prejudice which once existed 
against Public Schools has almost entirely disappeared, and 
they are now encouraged and patronize<l by every class of our 
citizens. The people believe that public schools are the best 
of all schools, and they demand that the best system of instruc- 
tion shall be adopted and pursueil. They are no longer 
content with mere elementary education, but insist that their 
children shall have the same chances for educational success as 
the pupils of the most famed private institutions. This 
demand is just and reasonable and should be gratified. Our 
duty is to furnish suck education as will fit the pupils of our 
schools to perform their obligations to society in whatever 
sphere they may be called to act, and anything less than this 
would be only a half performance of our work. The best and 
most useful citizens are generally the best educated men ; not 
educated exclusively in the sense of having great scholastic 
learning, but in those branches of knowledge which fit them 
specially for the practical duties of life. If the mind and heart 
are properly educated in early life, the danger of depraved 
manhood is certainly diminished. If crime can be prevented 
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by education, it is certainly better to freely appropriate the 
public money for this purpose rather than to withhold it, and 
afterwards have to expend it in the erection and support of 
institutions for its punishment. Recognizing the truth of these 
views, we have sought to make our standard of public edu- 
cation liberal in all its departments and adapted to those for 
whom it is intended; and it is gratifying to know that public 
sentiment of our city has cordially endorsed the system, and 
the corporate authorities have cheerfully appropriated the 
money necessary to sustain it. 

STATISTICS OF THE SCHOOLS. 

There are now under the supervision of the Board 122 
Public Schools conducted by 661 teachers, with 29,108 pupils 
on roll, and 23,362 average daily attendance. During the 
year there were 39,569 different pupils in the schools, some of 
whom remained but a short time; and this total number of all 
the pupils during the year is only important to show that some 
education was received by that number of children. 

These figures show the irregular attendance of the pupils of 
our schools. Every possible effort is made by the teachers to 
instil into their minds the duty of punctuality, and rigid rules 
are enforced in case of absence, and yet the average attend- 
ance is far below what it should be. The fault is very often 
with the parents, who refuse to co-operate with the teachers in 
their efforts to secure punctual attendance. The most trivial 
causes are often given for absence, and many parents seem to 
think that they are entitled to detain their children at home 
whenever they see proper, without reference to the injury thus 
inflicted on the schools. 

It is not a fault, however, peculiar to our system, but pre- 
vails in every city where Public Schools exist. Various 
remedies have l)een tried elsewhere, but they seem to be unsuc- 
cessful in accomplishing the desired object. It is gratifying, 
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however, to state that, even with these hindrances, the number 
of pupils has increased over 1,000 during the past year, which 
is about the annual increase during the past few years. It is 
impossible to accurately ascertain the number of children of 
school-age in our city who do not attend school, because we 
have no census of the total number of children entitled to the 
privily. The Board has several times asked the City Council 
to permit such a census to be taken, which could be done with 
very little trouble and expense, but the request has never been 
granted. It would furnish us a facility enjoyed in other cities, 
and would be of great service in the further development of 
our plan for extending the benefit of public instruction to every ^ 
child in this city. 

It may be surprising to many persons to know that, in many 
of the States and cities whero excellent systems of education 
exist, not more than fifty per cent, of those entitled to attend 
the schools avail themselves of the opportunity ; and hence it 
is that so many persons grow up in ignorance, and afterwards 
lead vicious and criminal lives. The persistent refusal of 
parents to voluntarily educate their children has induced some 
States to adopt stringent laws upon the subject. The reason 
given for this system of compulsory education is, that the State 
has the right to protect itself against the crime and violence 
which necessarily result from ignorance Our State has not 
yet deemed such a law necessary, because there has been a fair 
repsonse to the offer to educate her children ; and if the public 
properly appreciates its duty and privileges in this important 
matter, it is possible to educate the whole population, without 
the necessity of resorting to compulsory measures. The State 
and city have been liberal in their appropriations to establish 
and support the system of Public Schools now in successful 
operation, and every citizen should cordially co-operate with 
those in authority to fully develop it.

The current Expenses of the Schools necessarily increase 
from year to year, in consequence of the increase in the number 
of teachers and pupils. We earnestly urge the children in 
our city to enter our Schools, and we must provide the accom- 
modations necessary for them. The annual average growth 
in number is not less than 1000, and this involves the necessity 
for new buildings, and more furniture and books, and the 
other appliances of School-life. 

Our estimate of the expenses of the next fiscal year is 
based upon the actual requirements of the schools, and is 
submitted in good faith, with the expectation that the City 
Council will make the necessary appropriation to meet this 
want. The charge of extravagance cannot be successfully 
made against this department of the city government. Every 
expenditure for any purpose in connection with the schools is 
carefully considered, and no account is passed for payment, 
without the examination and approval of the Committee on 
Accounts. The expenditures during the past year are moderate 
in view of the results, and will be found to be much less than

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those of other cities. The amount needed for the next year 
is larger than usual, in some of the departments of the schools. 
We will require double the usual appropriation for furniture, 
to enable us to furnish Baltimore City College, in a suitable 
manner. When the old building was burned, nearly all the 
furniture then in it was either entirely destroyed, or so injured 
as to be unfit for use, and during the temporary occupancy of 
the Female College building on St. Paul Street, we have 
mostly used such old furniture as could be collected from other 
schools. In addition to the general destruction of the ordin- 
ary furniture in the building, nearly all the apparatus belong- 
ing to the department of Natural Science was rendered useless, 
and must be replaced upon the opening of the new building. 
The Board has fully appreciated this necessity, resulting from 
the fire, and have accordingly ordered suitable furniture and 
apparatus, which will be ready for use at an early day. 

We have also asked for a liberal appropriation for Colored 
Schools, with a view to carry out the policy heretofore adopted, 
of erecting a new building each year for the use of these 
Schools. 

Our purpose is to remove all ground of complaint, by fur- 
nishing proper educational facilities for the Colored people of 
our city. These schools present a strong argument in favor of 
this liberal policy; for wherever we have furnished good 
school- houses, they have been well attended, and the most 
satisfactory results attained. We wish to erect a new building 
during the year, and will apply to this purpose a part of the 
appropriation for these Schools. 

SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

During the past year the City Council has made liberal 
appropriations for the improvement of our school buildings, 
and the Inspector of Buildings has faithfully and judiciously 
applied the money thus appropriated. 
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The houses for the use of Primary Schools No. .26 and No. 
30, which were commenced la 1873, have been completed 
during the past year, and are now occupied. Two new houses 
have been commenced—the one for the use of Primary School 
No. 17, and the other for Colored School No. 2, and both will 
be finished during the winter, or early in the spring, and will 
probably be occupied by the 1st April next. 

An appropriatton was made for the erection of a new build- 
ing for Female Grammar and Female Primary School No. 1, 
at the southwest corner of Green and Fayette streets, and a 
suitable plan was furnished by the architect, which combine<l 
the advantages and accommodations so much needed by those 
schools, but it was ascertained that the amount appropriateil 
was insufficient to erect the building. 

It was thought more desirable to remove the present build- 
ing and erect a new one, using such part of the old material as 
was available, as a more commodious house could thus be 
obtained to accommodate the large number of pupils in attend- 
ance at these schools. Under these circumstances it was 
deemed best by the Inspector of Buildings and the Board of 
Commissioners to postpone the erection of the new building 
until this year, when such additionjil appropriation could be 
obtained as would be required to carry out the plan selected. 
An appropriation was also made for a new house, to be erected 
on the lot on North High street, leased from Mr. Rogers, for 
the use of Grammar Schools No. 3 and No. 14, and Primary 
Schools No. 23 and No. 24, which will be consolidated and 
removed from the buildings now occupied by them. This 
arrangement will enable the city to sell the several buildings 
now in use by these schools, and it will probably obtain an 
amount sufficiently large to pay the cost of the new building. 
The commencement of this house has been delayed in conse- 
quence of the refusal of one of the tenants of the premises to 
vacate until the expiration of his term in March next. As the 
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city has possession of nearly the entire lot, and legal notice has 
been given to the tenant to quit^ it would be desirable at an 
early day to proceed with the work, so that we may obtain 
the building at the opening of the next fall term in 1875. 

The new building for Baltimore City College is now rapidly 
approaching completion^ and possession will probably be 
obtained about the 1st of January next. The contract for 
this splendid and commodious structure has been faithfully 
and promptly executed by Mr. Walsh, the contractor, who is 
certainly entitled to great credit for his energy. The furni- 
ture has been ordered and will be delivered by the middle of 
January, and the building will be dedicated and in use by the 
last of that month. It will be a grand era in the history of 
this institution and a period of interest, to which we have long 
and hopefully looked forward. 

In addition to these new buildings, the Inspector of Build- 
ings has also enlarged and repaired several school-houses, 
by which they have been much improved and many additional 
facilities furnished. Although there has been so much done 
during the past year to improve our school-houses, there is yet 
more needed to make them what they should be. The new 
buildings which have recently been erected are vastly superior 
to those which were bujlt in the early history of our schools. 
They are more commodious, better lighted and ventilated, and 
have greater accommodations for teachers and pupils. But the 
serious objection which yet exists is that neither the lots nor 
the buildings are sufficiently large for our schools. It is 
neither advantageous to the schools, nor economical to the city, 
to purchase small lots and erect small houses to meet an exist- 
ing demand. Our policy should be to provide for the future 
as well as the present, and for this purpose it would be much 
better to secure large lots and build school-houses that will not 
only meet the present necessity but furnish the accommodation 
for future demands. If such buildings were erected, there 
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would be no necessity for such frequent applications for enlarg- 
ing old buildings or erecting new ones. The average accom- 
modation in most of our houses is about 250 pupils in each 
department, making 500 in a building; whereas they ought to 
bo constfucted to furnish seats for double that number. In 
another respect, the city would secure a great advantage, if it 
would anticipate the wants of the schools, by securing suitable 
lots for the purpose before they become so valuable. 

It is certainly as easy for the city to foresee its own growth 
and extension as for private corporations and individuals to do 
so, and yet the latter always seem to secure eligible lots for build- 
ing purposes in the growing sections at low rates, and make the 
city pay a large profit for its neglect. This is the successful 
policy pursued elsewhere, and which might be adopted with 
advantage here. These facts will enable you to appreciate our 
reason for asking more aid in the erection of additional build- 
ings, and to understand why we still have to submit a state- 
ment of 

OUR WANTS. 

PRIMARY SCHOOL No. 6. 

In March last we submitted the condition of these schools 
to the consideration of the City Council. The property is situ- 
ated at the corner of Bond and Chew streets, and is not suf- 
ficiently large to accommodate the demand for admission. The 
othe/ Primary Schools in the neighborhood are full, and there 
can be no relief unless additional ground is obtained adjoining 
this property and the house enlarged, or another lot secured 
elsewhere and a new house erected. An appropriation should 
certainly be made for this purpose. 

MALE AND FEMALE UNCLASSIFIED No. 21. 

These schools are located on Pennsylvania avenue near 
Robert street, and embrace both Grammar and Primary 
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departments. Since the building was erected several years 
ago, the population of that section of the city has rapidly 
increased, and the schools are crowded to the great detriment 
of the pupils. This building should at once be enlarged, so as 
to accommodate a much greater number than it now can con- 
veniently do, or a new building erected elsewhere, and the 
schools separated. 

MALE AND FEMALE GRAMMAR SCHOOL No. 6. 

The building occupied by these schools was erected many 
years ago, and is situated on Druid Hill avenue, near Biddle 
street. The attendance of pupils is very large in both depart- 
ments, and the schools are in excellent condition. The build- 
ing and yard are entirely too small for these schools, and they 
are justly entitled to better accommodations. Many of the 
patrons of the schools live a considerable distance west of its 
present location, and desire to have a new site and building 
nearer to their homes. It would be very desirable to procure 
another lot on Druid Hill avenue, near Lanvale street, or in 
that vicinity, and erect a new building like that intended for 
Female Grammar School No. 1. 

This arrangement would enable us to provide good accom- 
modations for Colored School No. 4, by transferring it to the 
house now occupied by No. 6. The neighborhood is thickly 
settled by colored people, who would send their children to our 
school if there was a convenient building for their use. But every 
effort has been made by the committee to rent property for the 
purpose without success, and the school is now small, and 
accomplishing but little good in proportion to what could be 
done in a suitable house. 

GRAMAR SCHOOL No. 22. 

The only Grammar School west of Fremont street is No. 
15, on Republican street, near Lexington, and this will soon 
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be crowded. The people of that section of the city are impor- 
tuning lis for increased accommodations, and it is due to them 
that they should have what they need. That part of the city 
has extended rapidly during the past few years, and the popu- 
lation has greatly increased, and it is not possible to accomo- 
modate them with the facilities that were sufficient for the 
neighborhood several years ago. The lot on Hollins street, near 
Fulton street, now occupied by Female and Male Primary No. 
30, is well located, and may be enlarged by leasing additional 
ground adjoining, and the erection of a new building there 
would gratify the existing demand. 

We recommend the sale of the lot and building on Frederick 
street, formerly occupied by Primary School No. 24, and the 
lot and building at corner of Caroline and Holland streets, 
formerly occupied by Primary School No. 26, as both of these 
schools have been removed. We also again urge the sale of 
the vacant lot on Green street, which is subject to a large an- 
nual ground rent. This lot has never been occupied by any 
school, and is not needed for any purpose. 

ENGLISH— GERMAN SCHOOLS. 

A resolution was reported by the Joint Committee on Edu- 
cation of the City Council in 1873, and unanimously adopted 
by both branches, requesting the Board of Commissioners to 
consider the propriety of introducing the study of the German 
Language in the Public Schools of this city. The matter was 
referred to a special committee of the Board, in connection with 
the Superintendent, who made a full and thorough examina- 
tion of the methods of instruction in the German language 
pursued in other cities, in connection with the Public Schools. 
They reported that it was inexpedient to introduce the study 
in the Grammar Schools, as now organized and graded, without 
impairing their success in the English branches; and that the 
best method to accomplish the desired object, was to establish 
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separate schools, under the supervision of the Board, in which 
the English and German language could be simultaneously 
taught. The report of this committee was fully considered by 
the Board, and it was deemed expedient to adopt its recom- 
mendations, and establish English-German Schools, separate 
from the other Schools now in operation. We have thought 
it best at first to test the public demand for this kind of instruc- 
tion, by establishing one school, to which all will be admitted 
who desire to acquire a knowledge of German simultaneously 
with their English studies. Although this school has been 
open only a short time, several hundred pupils have been 
admitted, and the indications are that it will be necessary to 
establish others at an early day. Instruction is given to the 
pupils in both languages by the teachers every day. The 
benefit is thus two-fold, first to the children of English 
parents who wish to obtain a knowledge of German ; and 
secondly to those of German parents who wish to receive 
instruction in the English language, as well as their own. 
The great advantages of a knowledge of the German language 
for business purposes, are apparent to every one; and, if we can 
furnish the foundation for this knowledge in the lower depart- 
ments of our schools, it will be much easier for the pupils to 
acquire greater proficiency, as they are advanced. 

It is not possible now to predict what will be the result of 
this experiment in our city, as its success will depend very 
much upon public sentiment with reference to the subject. 

Our purpose is to furnish the best teachers, and every possi- 
ble &cility which will assist them in their work, and thus leave 
nothing undone to make these schools what they should be. 
In other cities they have grown rapidly in the public favor, 
and a large percentage of all the pupils in attendance at their 
Public Schools, are availing themselves of the opportunity 
thus ofiered, to obtain thorough instruction in the German 
language. If a like success follow in our city, it will indi-

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cate that wc are not mistaken in supposing that the people 
earnestly wish the ^tablishment of such schools for the public 
benefit. 

NAUTICAL SCHOOL. 

By an Act of Congress, recently passed, the Secretary of the 
Navy was authorized to furnish a United States vessel to the 
ports of Boston, New York, Baltimore, Charl^ton, New Or- 
leans and San Francisco, to be used as a Nautical School, under 
the supervision of the Board of Education and the Board of 
Trade, of those cities. 

It is intended that the vessel shall be thoroughly equipped 
with all necessary apparatus, at the expense of the Govern- 
ment ; and the President, at the request of the Board of Control, 
will assign an officer of the navy to take charge of the school. 
The object is to furnish instruction in navigation, seamanship, 
and all matters which pertain to the proper equipment and 
bailing of vessels. The course of instruction will require 
about two years, a part of which time will be devoted to cruise 
at sea, for the purpose of acquiring a practical knowledge of 
the duties of the Merchant Marine Service. At the expiration 
of that time, those who pass a satisfactory examination will 
receive a certificate of qualification, which will assist them in 
obtaining at once desirable positions in the Merchant Service. 

If these schools are proj)erly sustained and encouraged, they 
will undoubtedly be a great benefit to the Merchant Marine, 
by furnishing a thorough nautical education, which has hereto- 
fore been so much neglected. 

In view of this Act, the Board of Comnussioncrs appointed 
a committee to confer with a similar committee of the Board 
of Trade, with reference to the expediency of requesting the 
assignment of a vessel to this port. They have corresponded 
with the department in charge of this matter, and have ascer- 
tained that whilst the Government will furnish the vessel free 
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of all charge, all the annual expenses of supporting the school, 
including the salaries of all the officers and teachers, must be 
paid by the city to which the vessel is sent. They have also 
been informed that it would not be po^ible at this time to 
furnish, a suitable vessel to this port, in consequence of their 
absence on duty, but that in a few months, upon their return, 
one may be furnished, if our city authorities deem it expedi- 
ent' to establish a Nautical School. 

In view of these facts, the committee in charge of the matter 
are not yet entirely prepared to recommend any special action ; 
but, the subject is submitted as one worthy the consideration of 
a growing mercantile city, whose merchant marine interests 
would doubtless be greatly promoted by the thorough nautical 
education of those who are engaged in that service. 

A vessel has been assigned to the port of New York,, and 
the school will soon be established there, under the auspices of 
the Board of Education of that city, and if the trial in that 
city should be a success and practical benefits result, it will be 
our duty, at the proper time, to avail ourselves of this National 
ofifer of aid in this important department of education. 

NON-RESIDENT PUPILS. 

The ordinance adopted by the City Council in June last, 
with reference to the admission of children of non-resident 
parents or guardians into the Public Schools of the city, was 
enforced at the commencement of the fall session, in Septeml>er 
last. An erroneous opinion prevailed in our community with 
reference to the number of non-resident children in our schools, 
who were not entitle<l to admission under the original ordi - 
nance. They were estimated by thousands, when the real 
number did not exceed 500 in all the schools, and many of 
these had entered when their parents were residents of the city. 
During the past few years, many of our citizens have removed 
their residence to the country, whilst they still continue their 
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business in the city; and these feel that their children are still 
entitled to the benefits of our schools^ for the support of which 
they annually pay taxes. This class of non-residents finds 
fault with this ordinance, which compels them to pay the extra 
charge for the education of their children. Most of them, 
however, whilst protesting against this order as unjust and 
oppressive, have paid the amount and continue their children in 
the schools. 

Another class of non-residents is composed of those who are 
bona-fide residents of the counties, and have been for many 
years, and yet have sent their children to the schools in the 
city, because they preferred them to those nearer to their 
homes. These, however, now recognize the justice of the 
ordinance in its application to their children, and have either 
cheerfully paid the extra charge, or withdrawn and seat them 
to the schools in the counties, which are now attaining a most 
satisfactory excellence in their management and results. 

The ill feeling which at first was engendered by the ordi- 
nance, and the subject out of which it originated, Uvui almost 
entirely subsided, and the people of the city and counties 
adjoining are now earnestly co-operating in promoting the 
interest and success of the schools under their respective 
control. 

PUBLIC SCHOOL LIBRARY. 

Our duty and desire are to increase the efficiency of our 
schools, and this may be accomplished by the adoption of the 
proper means. We should have good teachers, pay them good 
salaries, and furnish them every reasonable facility for the 
acquisition of the knowledge that is essential to their success. 
During the past year our teachers have organized an associa- 
tion for mutual benefit, and the interchange of views upon 
matters pertaining to their profession and the direction of our 
schools. We regard these associations as important means in 
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elevating the standard of eduoation and improving the char- 
acter and ability of the teacher, and hope this effort may be a 
permanent success. ' In addition to this means we recognize 
another valuable aid in the publication of The Maryland 
School Journal by Professor M. A. Newell and Professor 
William R. Creery, which is devoted to the cause of education. 
It is a valuable school journal, under the control of experi- 
enced and able educators, will supply a want long felt by 
teachers and scholars, and is entitled to the cordial encourage- 
ment and support of every friend of public education in our 
State. 

Whilst our Superintendent of Instruction and teachers are 
thus contributing to the cause of education and the efficiency 
of our schools, we have also endeavored to aid them in their 
work by the establishment of a Public School Library. The 
subject has heretofore been favorably considered, but it has not 
been possible to establish the Library for the want of suitable 
accommodations. That difficulty has been removed by the 
erection of the new building for Baltimore City College, in 
which we have reserved rooms jvdapted to the purpose. Our 
object is to procure a library of suitable and instructive books 
for the free use of our teachers and scholars. 

There can exist no doubt whatever with reference to the 
importance and value of such libraries in connection with 
Public Schools. Teachers and pupils need books for educa- 
tional and general reading, and there are many who have not 
means necessary to procure them. This want has long been 
felt here, and should now be promptly relieved ; such libraries 
have been established in other cities by those connected with 
their Public Schools, and our teachers are entitled to the same 
advantages that are given elsewhere. The State of Maryland 
recognizes the value of such educational instructions by direct- 
ing the County School Boards to make annual appropriations 
from the State School Fund for the support of free libraries for 
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the use of teachers and scholars in every school district^ and 
the city of Baltimore should grant the same opportunities to 
teachers and pupils of its Public Schools. 

The Board has, therefore, included in its estimate for books 
for this year an appropriation for this purpose, and will invest 
such reasonable amount as may be necessary to establish the 
library, with the belief and hope that an annual appropriation 
will hereafter be made for the purpose of increasing its size and 
usefulness. 

INSURANCE. 

We renew the recommendation made in our last annual 
report with reference to insurance upon the property used by 
the Public Schools. The estimated value of this property fe 
now about one million dollars, and none of it is insured. 
Previous to the adoption of the order by the City Council dis- 
pensing with insurance on all property belonging to the city, 
the school-houses and other property, consisting of furniture, 
books and apparatus, under the supervision of this Board, were 
insured and the annual premiums were about Jl,100. This 
was deemed necessary in view of the fact that our school-houses 
had on several occasions taken fire, and in some cases had 
been totally destroyed. The risk is necessarily greater in 
these houses than in any other property belonging to the city, 
because of the number of stoves in every building, in many of 
which the fires are left to burn after the schools have been 
closed for the day. All other property belonging to the city 
is constantly under the care of a janitor or watchman, whose 
duty is to protect it against fire ; but oiir school-houses have 
no such protection, because the janitors do not remain on the 
premises after the schools are closed. 

Since the order was passed by the City Council two build- 
ings were damaged by fire, to the extent of at least $10,000, 
without any insurance. The Baltimore City College has 
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recently been erected at a cost oJT about $130,000, and the 
Female High Schools are estimated at nearly $150,000, and it 
would be a serious loss if any one of them should be destroyed 
by fire ; and we think that the Board should be permitted to 
effect an insurance on these buildings, even if not upon the other 
houses, where their value is less. We, therefore, recommend a 
repeal of the ordinance, so far as relates to the property in use 
by the Public Schools of the city. * 

NORMAL CLASS. 

During the past year, a Normal Class for instruction in the 
theory and practice of teaching was permanently organized. 
Several of the most experienced and efficient teachers in our 
Public Schools were assigned to this important work, under the 
supervision of the Superintendent of Instruction. The neces- 
sity for this class was felt by many of our young teachers, who 
have shown their appreciation by their prompt and regular 
attendance. Those who are young and inexperienced must 
necessarily encounter many difficulties in their profession, and 
they require the advice and assistance of those who have had 
greater experience. 

The Superintendent reports most favorably with reference to 
the number in attendance, and their assiduity and earnestness 
in the performance of their duties. The exercises of the class 
are of that practical character that will materially aid the 
teacher in the work of the school-room, and enable those who 
are studious and ambitious to attain a higher position in their 
profession, and increase their usefulness. Our school system 
is not so perfect that it cannot be improved, nor are our teach- 
ers inspired or infallible. 

Both require constant attention and labor for their fuller 
development and improvement. We recognize the necessity 
and value of this kind of instruction, both to our teachers and 
those who intend hereafter to enter the profession, and there- 
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fore^ most cordially recommend the Normal Class as an impor- 
tant auxiliary in their work. 

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 

In a previous Report, the Board and the Superintendent 
expressed their appreciation of the voluntary instruction in the 
domestic and industrial branches of female education, given by 
the teachers in several Grammar and Primary Schools. At 
the request of the President, they cheerfully undertook the 
work of teaching sewing, knitting, embroidery, and other useful 
branches to the female pupils of their schools, and set apart one 
ailernoon in each week, for this purpose. The experiment was 
very successful, and gave great satisfaction to pupils and patrons 
of these schools — and a general wish was expressed for its con- 
tinuance. 

Though this department may not have been within the ori- 
ginal scope of our system of education ; yet, there is no reason 
why it should not now be embraced, if it can be made useful 
to the pupils of our schools. There can be no doubt about the 
great value of this kind of instruction, as a part of female edu- 
cation. 

This is so generally felt, that in most of the private schools 
there is a Sewing Department, teaching the various uses of the 
needle in such manner, that it may be made available either 
for the home circle, or as a means of support. 

Many of our pupils will never have the opportunity of ac- 
quiring this kind of useful knowledge at home, and must grow 
up in ignorance of that which is so indispensable to every woman, 
unless such instruction is furnished them in our schools. 
Several petitions have been received from citizens asking the 
general introduction of this department of education in our 
schools, and the subject has been referred to a committee of the 
Board for its consideration, and a report will soon be made 
upon this important feature of school- work. 
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OFFICIAL ATTENTION. 

We acknowledge with great pleasure the interest exhibited 
by the Mayor and members of the City Council i^ our schools. 
We recognize, among the membership of your Honorable Body, 
some who were former pupils and graduates of the schools, and 
several who have been officially associated with us in their con- 
trol ; and we feel satisfied that these will speedily appreciate 
their condition and wants, and cheerfully extend their official 
attention. We cordially invite you to visit the schools as often 
as may be convenient, and to offer such advice and aid as you 
may deem proper and promotive of their interest. 

The Inspector of Buildings is entitled to our special thanks 
for the general attention given by him to the condition of the 
school houses ; and for the promptness, energy and fidelity 
which he has shown in the performance of all duties devolving 
upon him, in his relation to the public schools. 

The Board and teachers are much indebted to the City Regis- 
ter and Comptroller, for the prompt payment of salaries, and 
the other expenses of the schools. 

CONCLUSION. 

We have thus briefly presented the condition of the Public 
Schools of our city, and submitted some suggestions for their 
further improvement. The work of the past year has been 
closed with satisfactory evidence of their progress. Their suc- 
cess in the future will depend in a great measure upon your 
official encouragement and assistance. The schools have fur- 
nished a liberal education to many of our best and most useful 
citizens, and have secured the sympathy and support of all 
classes in the community. There may be differences of opinion 
upon other matters of municipal control, but it seems to be felt by 
all good citizens that public education is essential to the public 
welfare, and should receive a united support. This cause 
4 
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makes no appeal to sectarian or party feeling. Nothing could 
be more disastrous to our schools than the introduction of such 
baneful influences. It is the duty of every citizen to dis- 
courage all eflbrts made by politicians or others to render 
the school system subservient to party purposes. The ordi- 
nances of the city vest you with the appointment of those 
who have the immediate control and management of the 
schools. It is, therefore, in your power to prevent the occur- 
rence of serious evil, by the selection of intelligent, energetic 
and experienced friends of our Public School system, who will 
exclude everything that could impede its progress, and do all 
in their power to promote its interests.

OUR FEMALE HIGH SCHOOLS AND CITY COLLEGE. 

Our Female High Schools have been so frequently noticed 
that there is but little to present concerning them that would 
be new or especially interesting. 

They have maintained that excellence which has secured the 
popular favor, and are doing the work assigned to them in a 
creditable manner. In the arrangement of the course of study, 
an effort has been made this year to give more attention to the 
practical subjects of the course, and to render more efficient the 
whole work of the schools. The immaturity of mind which 
characterizes some of those who enter upon the first year 
of study will always retard their progress. I have in 
previous reports made especial mention of this evil, and sug- 
gested that something should be done to correct it. I know 
that it is a delicate subject to handle, in view of the great 
popularity of these schools and the great anxiety of parents to 
have their children in them. The additional requisitions for 
admission this year, it. is earnestly hoi)ed, will secure a more 
thorough development of the intellectual faculties, and prove 
to be of great benefit to all applicants for admission. 

The City College. In all probability the new building for 
the boys will be occupied before this report is published. A 
full description of the new City College was given in the last 
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annual report, and it is anneoessary to say more on this point. 
Those who are interested will visit the College and see for 
themselves. After many years of effort upon the part of school 
oflScers, success has crowned their labors, and a building worthy 
of the great interest which is involved has been erected and 
dedicated to the promotion of public education. It is an orna- 
ment to the architecture of our city, and though standing by 
the side of that massive structure, the Academy of Music, it 
loses none of its beauty nor suffere the least by contrast. 

Its interior arrangements will enable the professors to per- 
form their respective duties with more facility and more 
efficiently than they have ever l^een able to do. The future of 
this school is bright with promise, and the hope is reasonably 
indulged that Baltimore City College will begin a new career 
of usefulness that will reflect credit upon the present city ad- 
ministration for its liberality, renown upon its professors and 
students, for their efficient work, and at an early day prove to 
be a substantial contribution to the happiness and prosperity 
of the whole city. 

PRIMARY AND GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

The most important grade of schools in our system is the 
Primary. When good work is done here, it renders the labor 
of instruction in higher subjects pleasant and easy of perform- 
ance. Our Primary Schools have given evidence of advance- 
ment in the subjects to which their attention has been directed. 
The advancement is by no means equal in all cases ; but in 
some respects there has been fair progress, very generally. 
From the report of the Assistant Superintendent, B. C. Reed, 
Esq., I make the following extract concerning the Primary 
Schools : 

" The beginning of a new year is a good stand-point from 
which to retrospect the year that has passed. Thus viewing 
our Primary Schools, I see that during the year much was left 
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undone. I see also that much was accomplished. Teachers^ 
observe more carefully the rules for their government — they 
are more punctual in attendance at their respective posts^ a.«^ 
required ; the recess is better regulated ; more system charac- 
terizes dismissal ; gradation has advanced ; less force is exer- 
cised in government; and more rm, spirit and life prevail 
throughout the system generally. It is true that perfection 
has not been attained in any of these respects, but progress has 
been made in all of them. It would not be reasonable to 
expect more. Our teachers are not angels ; they are of the 
^' earth, earthy." They cannot, therefore, attain excellence by 
mere volition, or at a leap. But they are earnest strivers in 
the field of duty, and are aiming high, as results already 
reached give assurance of, and as future results, I hope, will 
fully demonstrate." 

Our Grammar Schools during the year have generally per- 
formed well the work assigned to them. Their conditions 
being somewhat unequal, it cannot reasonably be expected that 
all will present the same kind and degree of superiority. These 
schools are engaged so largely in the intellectual as distin- 
guished from the mechanical, that true success requires the 
mental development of pupils. And as the teacher compre- 
hends and applies this principle, so will the instruction given 
prove to be permanent and profitable. It is just to state that 
the efforts of teachers to unfold the intellectual faculties, and 
by degrees to strengthen the reasoning powers, have secured 
good results. We advise them to continue their labors in 
this direction, and although they may not obtain success on 
so large a scale as they might secure on a forcing treatment^ 
yet they may be assured that their work, when well done, will 
be lasting and creditable. 
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THE COLORED SCHOOLS. 



The number of papils in the Colored Schools is somewhat 
larger than it was last year. The increase is not what it 
should have been, in consideration of the facilities which are 
offered for instruction. There has been, however, a very great 
improvement in the teaching, and the evidences of intelligent 
work by the scholars are very gratifying. A new school-house 
for Male and Female Colored No. 2 is nearly completed, and 
will furnish all the accommodations and conveniences that are 
to be found in our best school buildings. The school that will 
occupy the new house has for six years encountered great diffi- 
culties, yet under trying circumstances it has performed a good 
work. We trust that this evidence of a generous regard for 
the interest involved will awaken a new anxiety among the 
colored people for the education of their children. We have 
at this time several excellent school-houses for colored pupils, 
and further efforts will be made in this behalf, until all the 
schools are supplied with necessary facilities, both to make 
them attractive and to do good work. 

Colored Grammar School No. 1 deserves mention for the 
success that has attended the labors of its teachers. Its reflex 
influence upon the Primary Schools is very much of the nature 
of our High Schools upon the Grammar Schools. It has 
proved an excellent stimulant to the lower schools, and, now 
that the pro[>erty occupied by this school is owned by the city, 
it can be enlarged to receive all well qualified pupils from the 
Colored Primary Schools. 

DRAWING. 

This is a subject of great importance to our pupils, and is 
taking a prominent place in our system of public instruction. 
Says Walter Smith, Professor of Art education in Boston : 
^' To make national art education possible, it must commence 
with the children in public schools. To establish schools of 
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art and art galleries before the mass of the community are 
taught to draw, is like opening a university before people 
know the alphabet." 

In our schools drawing has been taught successfully in the 
Female High Schools for more than ten years. It has been 
taught in the Primary and Grammar Schools for two years, and 
will be introduced in the City College in a short time. It is 
so closely allied to writing that those who excel in one usually 
excel in the other, and thus they prove to be mutual helpers. 

Miss Lough, teacher of drawing in Grammar Schools, East- 
ern District, reports : 

Until September, the number of grades taught in the several 
schools had been by no means uniform, varying with the size 
and character of the school, but since that time all the classes 
in both the male and female departments have come under in- 
struction. 

In all but one school, each class receives a lesson once a 
week; this has only been accomplished by the willing co-opera- 
tion of the Principal and the assistance of the regular teachers. 
Thex/y indeed, are the arbiters of how much and how well the 
work is done; they give tone to the class. 

Occasional lessons in Map Drawing were given during last 
year at Female Grammar Schools Nos. 13, 20 and 5, which 
excited a good deal of interest. I found both pupils and 
teachers partial to it. This year it has been again taken up 
at 13 by one of the regular teachers. It stands so nearly re- 
lated to geography that I have not felt justified in teaching it 
personally until the free-hand system is thoroughly established. 
Under present circumstances it appears only feasible in the 
first grade ; any arrangement by which it is placed on their 
schedule will be gladly seconded by me. 

As writing and drawing are both hand exercises, in some 
cities these studies alternate ; both do not occur on the same 
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daj. If a like arraDgement would meet your approval^ I think 
it would be kindly received in the schools. 

Miss Davis, teacher of drawing in Grammar Schools, West- 
ern District, reports : 

In compliance with your request I submit my second 
annual report of the drawing in the Grammar Schools of the 
Western District. 

The change made in the schedule of work for the past year 
has slightly changed the character of the instruction given, 
the drawing having been extended to the second grade, and in 
some instancy to the first grade. The number of pupils to be 
taught in the same length of time has, of course, greatly in- 
creased, so that the personal instruction and attention at first 
bestowed upon them have been given up, and they are 
required to depend more upon black-board explanations. I do 
not regard this as a disadvantage as far as instruction is con- 
cerned, provided proper discipline is preserved during the 
lesson. The time allotted for drawing is usually divided into 
three lessons of equal length — two and sometimes three classes 
being taught at the same time, where it is at all practicable. 
In some of the schools it is impossible, from the construction of 
the buildings, to combine the classes ; in such cases, the pupils 
of the lower classes receive but one lesson in two weeks. 

The scholars are undoubtedly interested and attentive, and, 
I think, do well. The amount of work accomplished in the 
respective schools varies according to the regularity of the 
lessons and the facilities afforded for teaching. Where the 
lessons have been regularly given in each grade, the instruc- 
tion has extended from Book No. 1 through No. 3 of Bar- 
tholomew's System. In some of the schools, however, the im- 
provement has not been so rapid, owing to many, perhaps, 
unavoidable difficulties, which prevent the teaching of every 
class once a week. In several schools the teachers very kindly 
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assist by seeing that the scliolars pay proper attention to the 
instruction given, thereby greatly aiding me in my work. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties connected with this depart- 
ment, I feel confident that real progress is being made. 

We are much encouraged to find that the schedule for the 
present year places the drawing upon a basis with the regular 
studies of the schools^ and trust that this step will result in a 
still more noticeable improvement. 

M'ss Keech, teacher of drawing in Primary Schools, Eastern 
District, reports : 

Previous to April, the lessons occurring only once in two 
weeks, the progress was necessarily very slow. Since that time 
the work having been extended through four grades, and the 
number of schools that I am required to visit having been 
decreased, I am able to visit my classes once a week, and con- 
sequently there has been a steady improvement. This shows 
plainly how much more might be accomplished, if with the 
co-operation of the regular teachers the lessons could be given 
every day. There seems to be a perfect willingness on the part 
of teachers to help, but their complaint is always a want of time. 

I endeavor to keep the classes together in their work as far 
as it is possible. Difficulties occur in the l&wer grades from 
the crowded condition of the classes and the want of desk- 
room. The benches that are used in those classes do not 
answer the purpose at all ; it is impossible for the children, 
crowded as they are, to keep their slates in proper position, 
and it is very necessary that they should in the very beginning 
learn to do that. There should be desks put in all the class- 
rooms where drawing is taught. 

Miss Makibbiri, teacher of drawing in Primary Schools, 
AVestern District, reports : 

Increasing interest has been manifested during the past year 
by teachers and scholars. On account of the crowded con- 
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dition of the classes I have not been able to throw them into 
one, in order to gain more time for instruction, but have had 
to divide the time equally among the four classes. 

In some schools the lesson that I give is reviewed by the 
teacher, in order that when I come again I may take up some- 
thing else. 

The improvement in the pa.st has been such as to lead lo 
hope for the future. 

Miss Mullin, teacher of drawing in the Primary Schools, 
Eastern District, reports : 

In compliance with the rule, I respectfully lay before you my 
report of the progress of drawing in the Primary Schools of 
which I have been teacher for the year ending October, 1874. 

We cannot look for rapid improvement in any study where 
^rnall children have but one short lesson weekly, yet with our 
limited fiicilities the classes are making reasonable advance- 
ment. Were we able to make arrangements for the frequent 
practice of the drawing lesson, the result would be much more 
satisfactory. The pupils appear interested in their work, and 
in some instances surprise and gratify me with the neatness 
and accuracy of their drawings. 

Miss Coulson, teacher of drawing. Western District, reports : 

Since my election to the position of teacher of drawing in 
the Primary Schools of the western section of the city, I have 
been following the order laid down on the schedule, visiting 
.seventeen schools once a week, and teaching four grades. 

I find the children improve faster than when the lessons 
were given only once in two weeks, and since the lower grades 
have been taught. I think the examination in drawing will 
increase the interest of both teachers and scholars. 
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ENGLISH AND GERMAN SCHOOLS. 

The City Council having requested the Board of School 
Commissioners to consider the propriety of introducing the 
German language into the Public Schools, the subject was 
referred to a special committee. 

This committee reported that it \yas not expedient to intro- 
duce the German language into the schools, but recommended 
the establishment of four schools in different parts of the city, 
in which both English and German should be taught. The 
Board resolved to establish one school of this kind, as an 
experiment. 

On the Ist of December, 1874, English and German School 
No. 1 was opened on Biddle Streetj near Pennsylvania Avenue, 
and has increased so rapidly in numbers and become so popular, 
that six teachers are employed in a school that formerly had 
hut three. The school now numbers 260 pupils and is in 
good condition. 

MUSIC. 

In this subject, the year that has closed was marked by the 
introduction of chart teaching. We think we can safely say 
that there has been great improvement made in the Musical 
Department generally. Professor Rosewald, teacher of music 
in the Eastern High School, and Eastern District Primaries, 
makes the following report : 

It affords me great pleasure to inform you that the Primary 
and High Schools under my charge are in excellent condition, 
and that I have not the slightest complaint to make of any 
dereliction of duty on part of any of the teachers, who have, 
since my last report, used more than ordinary care in imparting 
the instructions left by me. The young ladies sent by me to 
the Peabody Conservatory of Music passed a creditable exami- 
nation, and received great praise from the Director of that insti- 
tution for the progress they had made in the study of Harmony. 
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I would respectfully suggest that^ as a means of still greater 
progress in the Primary Schools^ the children be required to 
write music on their slates^ or on paper ruled for this pur- 
pose. I think that this plan would indelibly fix the names of 
the notes on the pupils' mind^ and further the final object in 
view, "sight reading.'^ 

Professor Deems^ teacher of music in the Western Female 
High School, and Western District Primaries, reports as fol- 
lows: 

During the past year my duties have been confined to the 
Western Female High School, and Western Primaries, and it 
afibrds me pleasure to say that in almost every case the classes 
iiave done well, and their progress has been satisfactory. 

Through the efficient co-operation of the teachers, the first 
classes of the Primary Schools are prepared to sing exercises 
written in common or four-four time, two-four, three-four, and 
in some instances three-eight time, containing intervals of the 
second, third, and fourth. Singing by note has been attended 
with success, and the results in the past few years prove that 
it is much better to commence with the elementary part of 
music in these schools, than to defer it until the children are 
admitted to the Grammar Schools. 

Professor Percivall, teacher of music in Eastern District 
Grammar Schools, reports as follows : 

I have great pleasure in reporting to you the increased atten- 
tion paid during the last year to music in the Public Schools 
under my direction, and the great improvement made. In 
the study of this art, too much of our time previously had to 
be devoted to the theory, and too little to the practice. 

The introduction of the charts has been of great benefit, and 
the children and teachers, now beginning to understand their 
value, and perceiving the benefits of a system they can grasp, 
readily give the time allowed to the study, and are anxious to 
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exceed. Our labor is much greater, but so is our pleasure. 
Our object is to cultivate correct taste and facility in reading 
music. On pages 21, 29, 34, 36, 41, the arrangement of 
Major 3ds and 2ds with Minor 2ds and 5ths are peculiar, and 
apparently easy for cultivated voices, and although they con- 
tain great difficulties, all the scholars can sing in the three 
scales. 

Professor Tarbutton, teacher of music in the Grammar 
Schools, Western District, reports as follows : 

Having entered again upon the duties of teacher of music 
in the Grammar Schools (Western District) at the opening of 
the present session, I can only give you a report from that 
period to date. 

The facilities for teaching have been greatly augmented by 
the use of " Music Charts," and I am free to say that I have 
never before seen so much interest manifested by children in 
the subject of music as I have witnessed since these charts have 
been introduced. The exercises are simple, instructive, and 
pleasing, calculated to lead the pupils to certain success. 

My labors have been rendered exceedingly pleasant by the 
faithful and efficient manner in which the teachers have carried 
out my instructions. It would, however, greatly facilitate the 
teaching if each class-room was provided with a chart, as with 
only one for each school, much inconvenience is experienced, 
and progress is retarded. 

The closest attention to duty is imperatively demanded to 
enable me to review nearly one hundred classes each week, but 
the pleasure affi)rded by the courtesy extended by the teachers, 
and the prompt obedience of the pupils enable me to accomplish 
my work with a good degree of comfort to myself. 

Professor Grady, teacher of music in Primary and Colored 
Schools, reports: 
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Having been connected with the Public Schools of Balti- 
more but two months^ I shall confine my remarks mostlj to 
that period. 

Previous to my appointment^ with the exception of a short 
time^ as yoo are aware^ the Colored Schools were without a 
teacher of music. The pupils received only such instruction 
in music as enabled them to sing, by rote, simple melodies used 
at the opening and closing of school. Such being the case, 
one of my first efforts was to make the children fiuniliar (by 
the aid of the black-board as well as the chart) with the most 
common musical terms and characters. 

It has been my custom to begin teaching every class at the 
first page of the Primary School Chart, without r^ard to the 
grade of the class, thus insuring uniformity of system. Many, 
I might say the large majority of the Colored Schools, have 
made commendable progress; but in some there is not the 
interest taken in and the attention given to the lessons, that is 
so praiseworthy in others. 

It is with pleasure that I note a remark frequently made to 
me by the teachers : namely, that the children love music, and 
anxiously look forward to " music-day f' and on that day the 
classes have an increased attendance. 

The six white Primary Schools under my charge are, with- 
out exception, doing their work faithfully and well. 

SATURDAY NORMAL CLASS. 

By resolution of the Board, a Saturday Normal Class for the 
instruction of newly-appointed teachers was organized on the 
12th September, 1874. Classes of this kind have been carried 
on for ten or twelve years, and have proved to be of great 
value to those who take any interest in the work performed. 

In the report fqr the year 1860, Geo. N. Eaton, Esq., Presi- 
dent of the School Board, makes the following remarks : "The 
indispensableness of Normal School teaching is recognized by 
all who are intelligent on the subject of education. A teacher 
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is not neoessarily qualified for the office^ by the ordinary pro- 
cesses of school instruction, and for our graduates of the High 
Schools, some training in the art of teaching is undoubtedly 
advisable and requisite before the important trust of guiding 
other minds should be confided to them. Instruction of this 
kind is not only a great boon, but an indispensable prerequisite 
to those who intend to be teachers, and who desire to be useful 
in this employment. When the opportunity is offered so 
freely, those who do not avail of its privileges are chargeable 
with real injustice to themselves.*' The Saturday Class, in the 
charge of its present excellent Principal and able Assistants, 
has proved to be a great success. A most extraordinary interest 
has been manifested by those who attend, and the good that is 
accomplished will be felt in the increased efficiency of our 
teachers. The class numbered at the closing of this report 
187, with an average attendance of 150. 

From the report of Mr. Wm. F. Wardenburg, Principal of 
the Saturday Normal Class, I extract the following : 

The total enrollment of the Normal Class since its organiza- 
tion, September 12, 1874, has be^ two hundred. 

The school is divided into five classes, and is worked on the 
schedule plan, by which each class is brought, at every session, 
into contact with all the teachers. 

The special departments of penmanship, music and drawing 
were formed for the purpose of aiding our teachers in acquiring 
some proficiency in branches which may, hereafler, be part of 
their regular duties. 

The great work of the school is to show " what to teach '* 
and '^ how to teach it ; " to furnish our schools with trained 
teachers — men and women so imbued with the true spirit of 
education, so conscientious in the performance of the great 
work committed to their charge, that, refusing to obtain results 
by the pernicious practice of rote-drill, they will so teach as 
to make thoughtful and reliable pupils. 
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While we are unable as yet to make iiny conjecture as to the 
value of the class as an adjunct to our system, we are prepared 
to assert with positiveness thaieyen within the limited time of 
our existence evidence has not been wanting to prove that the 
work is having good effect. 

That our success has been as great as it should have been we 
cannot say, but we are consoled by the knowledge that all good 
things grow slowly. Perhaps the very difficulties and discour- 
agements with which we have met have been valuable aids in 
arousing us to a closer consideration of how to make the work 
living and attractive. It must not be forgotten that the attend- 
ance of our teachers is purely Voluntary, and that the normal 
condition of mankind is to slight all work not enforced by law 
and penalty. The question arises, How are we to get our 
teachers to attend, and, after we have secured their attendance, 
how are we to retain it ? Under existing circumstances, this 
can only be done by a practical demonstration that the pupils 
of the Normal Class do their work better than others, and meet 
the requirements with more facility and to better purpose. 

The efficiency of any system depends almost entirely upoi> 
the qualifications of its teachers. Normal Schools are, there- 
fore, commanding tiic attention of communities alive to the 
importance of proper school -keeping. 

The insignificant and barren results of our elementary 
schools, after such an expenditure of time and money, have at 
last demonstrated tiie importance of having skilled labor in 
that profession wiiich deals with tie costly material of human 
intellect. 

Our Class is but a feeble instrument for the accomplishment 
of so great a work. No standard for admission, no practice- 
schools, and my own inexperience in teaching the "art of 
teaching," are stumbling-blocks, and doubtless impair our 
efficiency ; but the good seed has been planted, and we have 
no fear that the harvest will not be abundant.

In conclusioDy allow me to bear testimony to the fidelity and 
energy of my assistants, and to return my thanks to yourself 
and others who have so kindly advised and encouraged me in 
the prosecution of my labors as Principal of the Saturday 
Class. 

STUDIES. 

It is a question of no little importance to determine what is 
best in this regard for our Grammar Schools. Our High 
Schools are well adapted to meet the wants of those who are 
willing, and can afford the time, to pursue an extended course 
of study; they furnish the means for the acquisition of a fair 
amount of literary culture. 

During the last summer, upon application from the entire 
class finishing the fourth year course in Baltimore City College, 
another year for study was added, in order that the utility of 
making the whole course one year longer might be tested. 
The evidence thus far given seems to warrant the opinion that 
an additional year of study will be of great value to the students 
of the College. 

This age is intensely practical, and no course of study should 
be so inflexible as not to permit alterations to meet the demands 
of the times. The oldest and best colleges of the country have 
been compelled, by force of circumstances, to put aside those 
studies which were once considered essential to literary culture, 
and to substitute for them such studies as relate to the more 
practical requirements of the day. The principle is now well 
settled, that the education of the people does not consist in a 
fixed amount of knowledge of the Ancient Languages, of the 
English Classics, of Mathematics, or of Natural Science, but 
it does consist in the adaptation of studies to the necessities of the 
hour. .And in so far as education prepares young men and 
young women to perform the duties of life successfully, when 
the demand for service is made upon them, just so far, and no 
farther is the work of the schools well done. How to secure 
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good results for our pupils is the problem which should engage 
the best mental efforts of all officially connected with our 
schools. 

It is a difficult thing to break away from the customs of the 
past^ even in educational matters. It is difficult to convince 
those who were fairly educated twenty years ago^ that any other 
than a routine course of study, such as they had, can possibly 
be made profitable to the young. Hence, if we follow such 
persons as leaders, they would compel attention to subjects as 
dry and barren of interest as technical grammar is to a child 
. nine years of age. These well-meaning people scout at the 
idea of teaching the elements of the Natural Sciences to chil- 
dren. They are scarcely able to appreciate the language of 
Carlyle, who said : " It has been one of my constant regrets 
that no schoolmaster of mine had a knowledge of natural his- 
tory, so far, at least, as to have taught me the grasses that grow 
by the wayside, and the little winged and wingless neighbors 
that are continually meeting me with a salutation I cannot 
answer, as things are. Why did'nt somebody teach me the 
constellations, and make me at home in the starry heavens 
which are always over head, and which I don't half know to 
this day?" 

May not some of our own children, in the future, not distant, 
with hearts full of feeling, and in sympathy with nature, refer- 
ring to their school teachers, utter similar sentiments, by 
saying : " Why did not some one teach me the elements of 
chemistry, natural philosphy and botany ? " 

There is no good ground for the opinion that our pupils 
have too much to do. Investigation has been made frequently, 
and the result obtained does not justify the assertion, that 
more is given than can be performed. The great difficulty 
of all schools, is to secure proper attention to study. The 
number of studies is not the source of trouble when they are so 
distributed that but two or three require attention on the same 
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daj. The trouble comes from those persons who pretend to 
believe that all play and no work will make Jack a smart boy. 

Superintendent Philbrick^ of Boston, refers to this topic in 
the following language : ^^ I often hear the opinion expressed 
by well-meaning but not very competent critics, that our 
children have too many studies. Some of these critics would 
have only the three R's taught — to other people's children; for 
their own, they might admit that something more would be of 
some utility. These schools, the Primary and Grammar, as 
organized, are intended to afford a good elementary educatibny 
such as the child of the poorest parents may aspire to, and such 
as may be acquired by regular attendance at school from the age 
of five to fourteen. The programmes in these schools, as they 
now stand, are the result of much study and investigation* 
The programme of the Primary Schools has been in use for 
about ten years. The Grammar School programme has been 
in operation for six or seven years, with no material change 
excepting some modifications in respect to the subjects of 
music and drawing. The framing and introduction of these 
programmes were important steps of progress. To understand 
how important they were, one must know what our schools 
were as well as what they are. 

" During the past yea.r I have made a thorough study of the 
syistems of elementary education in all the most advanced 
countries in the world, and I find nothing in all this investi- 
gation to justify the flippant criticism which we hear about 
the multiplicity of studies in our elementary courses of instruc- 
tion. If our programmes are wrong in this respect, then all 
the most approved systems in foreign countries are also wrong- 
systems which are the result of generations of experiments, 
and of profound study. No, there is not a single subject of 
study that can safely be stricken out of the programmes of our 
Grammar and Primary Schools. The trouble is not in the 
excessive number of subjects of study ; it is in not know- 
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ing yet just how to gauge and handle all the subjects in the 
proper manner.'* 

TEACHERS. 

It is not saying too much that the condition of the schools 
at the present time is an improvement on any former condi- 
tion. All the grades of schools — Primary, Grammar, High 
Schools, and City College— have given during the last year 
substantial evidence of progress. Teachers, very generally, 
have performed their duties faithfully and efficiently, and the 
work has prospered in their hands. We entertain no Utopian 
ideas on the subject of perfect teachers. There are, in propor- 
tion to the number employed, as many imperfect teachers as 
there are imperfect lawyers, doctors, preachers, editors, etc., and 
there are as many teachers who reach great excellence in their 
profession as there are persons who approximate excellence in 
any other pi'ofession. There seems to be a spirit of unkind 
and unjust criticism directed towards teachers, simply because 
they are teachers. And oftentimes the fault of a single indi- 
vidual is seized upon, and made a subject of general applica- 
tion. We do not suppose that any rational human being 
entertains the idea that every teacher is faultless, and will, 
therefore, be able to meet the particular views of every parent. 
Teachers inherit the weaknesses that belong in common to a 
great many very good people. That it is the duty of teachers 
to make constant efforts to free themselves from the influence 
of such weaknesses, all will agree. That they do honestly 
make such efforts, those who know them best are prepared to 
declare ; and yet they are not perfect. A little more of that 
charity of which we all are in need, if exercised towards 
teachers, will not only do them good, but prevent the dping of 
much harm to the schools.

REPORT 

OF THE 



PRINCIPAL OF BALTIMORE CITY COLLEGE. 



Baltimore, October 31, 1874. 
To the Commissioners of Public Schools : 
Gentlemen : 

I herewith submit the Thirty-sixth Annual Report of the 
Baltimore City College. 

The exercises of tne Twenty-fourth Commencement were 
held in Ford's Grand Opera House, on the evening of July 2, 
at which time the certificates authorized by the Mayor and City 
Council were awarded to the young men whose names appear 
on the preceding page, in testimony that they had satisfactorily 
completed the prescribed four years' course of study. The 
occasion was one of more than ordinary interest ; rendered so 
by reason of the unusually creditable manner in which the 
young men representing the class acquitted themselves, and also 
because of the very large number of prominent gentlemen 
present to witness the performances of the evening. After the 
presentation of the certificates by the Hon. Joshua Vansant, 
Mayor, and of the Peabody prizes by Philip R. Uhler, Esq., 
of the Peabody Institute, H. Clay Dallam, Esq., was intro- 
duced, and, on behalf of the " Early English Text Society of 
England/' presented to Mr. Wm. M. Hacket, of the graduating 
class, eight volumes of the publications of said society. 
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These publications are gratuitously furnished to different 
colleges, to encourage the study of early English, and were 
awarded to the recipient for his proficiency in that study, after 
a rigid competitive examination. The remarks of Mr. Dallam, 
in connection with the presentation, were highly appreciated by 
the audience. 

On the sixth and seventh days of July the usual examina- 
tion for admission into the College was held at the Eastern and 
Western Female High School buildings, at which time two 
hundred and fifty-three applicants from the several Grammar 
Schools presented themselves. Of this number, two hundred 
and thirty were recommended for admission. 

At the opening in September, examinations of applicants, 
other than pupils from the Grammar Schools, were held. 
Twenty-one young men were in attendance upon these occa- 
sions, of \yhom eight were adjudged to be competent to enter, 
and they were accordingly enrolled as students of the College. 

The roll, as made up in September, is as follows :

Entered from Grammar Schools 199 

" Private Schools 8 

Total number 400 

The comparison of this summary with that of any previous 
year will reveal two or three facts worthy of special notice. 

First, that a larger per cent, of the pupils of the preceding 
year returned than has been the case for a number of years. 
Secondly, that a much larger number than ever before entered 
from the Grammar Schools ; and finally, that the number of 
students now in the school is largely in excess of that of any 
year since its organization. These facts are gratifying, since 
they unquestionably indicate the growing popularity of the 
College, while at the same time they furnish conclusive proof 
of the wisdom of our City Authoritie3 in providing for its 
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accommodatiou the elegant and capacious structure now in pro- 
cess of erection. 

As another fact indicative of the growing appreciation of the 
school^ I may here state that during the vacation and since the 
commeuceraent of our exercises^ I have been waited upon by a 
number of persons desirous of ascertaining the conditions upon 
which their sons could enter the College. 

These persons have not heretofore been patrons of the Public 
Schools, but expressed their desire to have their sons enjoy the 
advantages of the College, and they are now using the Gram- 
mar Schools as preparatory to the same. 

Several members of the class that graduated in July having 
expressed, in a communication to the Board, their wish to enjoy 
an additional year's instruction in the College, tlie Board gen- 
erously granted the desired permission ; and accordingly, a 
fiflh-year class was organized at the beginning of the session in 
September. 

The formation of this class, and the large accession from 
Grammar and Private schools, made an increase of our corps 
of instructors necessary. This need of the school was met by 
the Board by the appointment of Mr. Alexander Hamilton as 
tutor. Mr. Hamilton, previously to his election to the place 
he now fills, was for eleven years an efficient Principal of a 
Grammar School ; is well acquainted with our system, and will, 
doubtless, prove himself fully equal to the requirements of his 
new position. 

The crowded condition of the College, the incapacity of our 
ckss-rooms to accommodate our large classes, the narrowness of 
the stairways, up and down which nearly four hundred boys 
are compelled to pass five times a day, are facts that do not 
tend to make the administration of the general discipline of the 
CoU^ so easy as might be desired. 

Notwithstanding these drawbacks, however, I venture the 
assertion that the School was never in a better condition than 
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at present, and that our young men, with but few exceptions, 
will, in gentlemanly deportment and ready compliance with 
our rules and regulations, compare favorably with the students 
of any similar institution, no matter where located. Because 
of the inconveniences of our present situation, it is but reason- 
able to suppose that we are looking forward to the completion 
of our new building with pleasant anticipations. This event, 
so long the object of our hopes, will indeed, be a memorable 
one in the history of the school. For the first time, after a 
long series of years, permanently established in a buildincr 
specially erected for its accommodation; supplied with all the 
educational appliances of modern times, we may reasonably 
predict for the Institution a career of great prosperity. In this 
connection, and as contributing to this result, I wish to call the 
attention of the Board to the library l)elonging to the College. 

Several years ago a special appropriation was made by the 
Mayor and City Council, with which to procure a number of 
books, which were intended to be the nucleus of a school 
library. This money was judiciously expended in the purchase 
of five or six hundred volumes of standard works, which have 
been in constant use ever since. 

Because of the necessary wear and tear, some of these books 
are nearly worn out, while others were destroyed by fire at the 
time of the burning of our old building, so that of the original 
number comparatively few remain. Many of our students, in 
the use of these books, enjoy their only means of access to 
works on general literature, Ac, In their behalf, therefore, I 
earnestly suggest that the Board take such action as will result 
in securing for our young men the privil^es of a well-selected 
library, governed by such rules as may best conduce to the 
interests of the College. 

I again call attention to the subject of Drawing. The 
importance of this branch of education is so obvious, that it is 
only necessary here to remind the Board, that the accommoda- 
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tions of our new building will justify such action in this matter 
as will result in restoring this study to the place it formerly 
occupied in our curriculum. 

And now^ having discharged the duty imposed upon me by 
the rules of the Board, I wish, in conclusion, to record my tes- 
timony to the ability and faithfulness of my professional col- 
leagues, in the discharge of their respective duties. 

The services of such instructors, with the continued co- 
operation of the Committee on the College and of the Board-, 
cannot fail to elevate still higher an Institution that, even now, 
is undoubtedly second to none in the State.

Baltimore, November 14, 1874. 
To Vie Board of Commissioners of Public Schools : 
Gentlemen : 

I have the honor to report that this school closed in June 
with 303 on its roll. Of these 236 returned in September, 115 
were admitted from the Grammar Schools, one was transferred 
from the Western Female High School, and one entered from 
a private school. Eleven of the aggregate having withdrawn 
since September, we have at this date 342. These are organ- 
ized into eleven classes, A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H, I, K, L, 
with a teacher to each class, and a special one for Vocal Music. 
Of the sixty-seven who did not return, thirty-five were grad- 
uated in June. The general causes of other withdrawals are 
removals from the city, changes of residences, and domestic 
necessity. The discipline of the school ia good, the conduct 
and deportment are excellent, and under an equable schedule, 
and the faithful labor of their teachers, all will, I trust, render 
a good account at their examination in January. 

The school opened auspiciously, and under your contiued 
fostering care I hope that the highest expectations of all may 
be realized. Referring you, for more special information, to 
the accompanying papers, I, with sentiments of the highest 
consideration, remain your obedient servant,

To the Commissionera of Public Schools: 
Gentlemen : 

I herewith submit my report for the past «year, being the 
twenty-ninth in the history of this institution. 

The different departments of the school have received r^ular 
attention from the respective teachers ; and, as a consequence, 
they are in their usually excellent working condition. The 
ruling desire seems to be to make each department equal in 
efficiency, a principle which all must commend ; in fact it is 
the only one that can make any institution a success. 

During no previous year liave the pupils manifested greater 
respect for their teachers, or a more prompt conformity to the 
r^ulations bearing upon their intercourse with each other. 
Our twenty-second Annual Cojnmencement was held in Ford's 
Grand Opera House, on the evening of the 1st of July^ when 
the spacious building was filled to its utmost capacity by the 
friends of the graduates and others interested in Public 
Education. The exercises on the occasion seemed to give 
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general satisfaction. Hon. Joshua Vansant, Mayor, conferred 
the diplomas upon thirty-five young ladies who had satisfac- 
torily completed their regular course of study, and whose 
names may be found on an accompanying paper. 

Mr. Uhler, in behalf of the Peabody Committee, presented 
the usual Peabody Gold Medals, and Mr. George, President 
of the Maryland Institute, in like manner, tickets of free 
admission to its full course of lectures. 

The annual examination of candidates for admission was 
held on the 6th and 7th of July, and as the result 136 passed 
the standard, but 159 were admitted; of these 145 presented 
themselves at the re-opening in September, and were assigned 
their proper places in school. Under special examinations, 
held since, six others were admitted to seats. 

We received four pupils by transfer from the Eastern 
t'emale High School. Of our former pupils 260 returned to 
resume their studies. Our roll, therefore, was made up as 
follows :

Withdrawals on account of personal ill health, and other un- 
avoidable causes 7 

Leaving our number to date 408 

No changes have been made, therefore, in our working 
schedule, except such as were necessary to meet the requisition 
of the Board, in re-establishing the study of the French 
Language in all the classes. Provision has not yet been made 
for the introduction of Grerman, which was made an optional 
study by a recent action of your Board. The increased atten- 
tion which we have given to the matter of composition, by 
making it a r^ular school exercise in addition to the composi- 
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tions required to be prepared out of school^ has produced very 
aatisfactory results. 

In this connection it may not be out of place to express the 
conviction that has been forced upon me in many ways for 
years past^ that there has generally been too much time spent 
in committing to memory Grammar rules and definitions^ and 
too little actual practice in the application of the same in the 
formation of sentences. Too much Analysis^ and too little 
Synthesis seems to me to have been the error of the past. As 
a proof of this, I have seen numerous instances in which 
pupils could analyze sentences well, and apply, in parsing, 
every rule of Grammar correctly, and converse on subjects 
with which they were familiar, quite intelligently, and yet 
would make gross errors if required to construct even simple 
sentences. 

When composition has received little, if any, attention, 
until a period in the pupiFs education, when one or more 
pages are necessarily made the requisition, I can conceive of no 
other study that gives so much trouble or anxiety of mind, 
with so little real advantage, especially to pupils who have no 
natural inclination to write compositions. 

As a remedy for this evil I would suggest that composition 
be commenced simultaneously with writing, it matters not 
how early that may be. Of course, it must be understood that 
the pupil, at this period, is not to be shackled by Grammar 
rules, as such, but to be permitted to write in the most natural 
and simple manner. 

At first the process may be slow, but as the pupils advance 
their interest will increase, and even before all the rules of 
Grammar are committed to memory, a considerable facility in 
writing composition will be attained. After which, it seems 
to me, the rules of Grammar and Khetoric will be applied 
with greater facility in giving form and smoothness to extended 
composition. 
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I have in previous reports called attention to the &ct, that 
though our building is spacious^ still there is not a sufficient 
class-room accommodation^ and that only by the purchase of the 
adjoining buildings now vacant^ can our wants in this respect 
be supplied. Since the extension of the French, and the 
contemplated introduction of German, how much more impera- 
tively is the purchase demanded in order that every depart- 
ment may have equal facilities and thus render the working 
of the school in the highest degree effective ! 

I must again renew my application for an additional supply 
of Philosophical and Chemical Apparatus. The necessity is 
so urgent that I really hope it may be the pleasure of the 
Board, at an early date, to respond to a request made so 
frequently and for the benefit of the hundreds of pupils, who 
have by their diligence, gained access to a more advanced 
course of instruction. 

To the members of the High School Committee we tender 
our sincere thanks, for the deep interest which they have ever 
manifested in whatever seemed calculated to increase the use- 
fulness of the institution. 

The entire Board and its officers merit our kindest regards 
for their courtesy in all our official relations. 

For such other facts and statistics as may be desired, you 
are referred to the accompanying papers. 

I shall now close my report by expressing the hope, that 
the same Almighty Being that sways the destinies of nations, 
as well as provides for the recurring wants of the most insigni- 
ficant of His creatures, may still vouchsafe His loving kind- 
ness in the future as He has in the past, until the institution 
shall have accomplished the great work for which it was 
established.

Grades for Female Grammar Schools.

N. B. — Give full instruction on all work that is to be prepared at home, 
and make the amount of homo- work as small in quantity as possible ; and 
remember, also, that teachers should not impose upon parents what they 
may be either unwilling or unable to do. Teach Reading carefully. Class 
examinations in Penmanship, Music, Drawing and Reading semi-annually.

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Class papers must bo sent to the Superintendent's office for inspection. 
Require a short composition from each pupil in the First Class every two 
we<)ks. Divide the class into two sections, so that the first section shall 
write one week and the second section the followinji: week. The Composi- 
tion should bo first written upon a half-sheet of letter paper, and, after 
corrections are made, re-written in a Composition Book. 

• About 15 lines, with 6 words to the line, making To word.s, will be .*iuffi- 
cient. Bo particular with the Spelling, Capitalizing and Punctuation. 
Teach the form of letter-writing, including the proper heading or date, 
address, introduction, body of letter, subscription and superscription. 
Teach form for note of invitation and reply ; for letter of introduction ; 
newspaper paragraphs, called "locals;" and for a business composition, 
viz: a bill. 

These directions on Composition are of a general character, and can be 
changed by the teacher, who may require a Composition more frequently 
than is specified. 

A Text Book on Composition will be procured as soon as possible. In 
the meantime teachers are referred to well-known Te.xt Books within their 
reach. 

The requisitions for admission to High Schools and City College are the 
same as last year, including Composition and Reading.

ARTICLE XXIII. 

I.— COMMITTEE. 

The legislative power of the Baltimore City College shall 
be vested in the Committee on Baltimore City College, who 
shall meet at least once a month for the transaction of such 
business as the interest of the School may require, in accord- 
ance with the Rules of the Board. — (See Article V.) 

II.— FACULTY. 

The Faculty shall consist of a Principal,Vice-Principal, and 
such Professors and Instructors as may be found necessary 
for the work of the College. They shall meet statedly, once 
a week (and oftener, on the call of the Principal) at such 
time, not included in the daily sessions, as they may appoint, 
to consult in regard to the best interests of the School, and to 
transact such business as may come properly before them, 
the same to be reported immediately to the Committee for its 
action. 

III.— COURSES OF STUDY. 

The full course of study for graduation shall be four years. 
There shall also be a two years' course, and all students who 
have completed this course shall, upon leaving honorably, be 
entitled to receive, upon their application, a certificate of such 
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honorable dismission, signed by the Faculty — and setting forth 
upon its face the timfe during which they have been connected 
with the College. 

The studies of the College shall be the English, French, 
German and Latin languages (Greek optional), History, ancient 
and modern,Writing and Book-Keeping, Arithmetic Reviewed, 
Algebra, Geometry, Plane and Spherical Trigonometry, and 
their applications. Analytical Geometry and Calculus, Physi- 
ology, Chemistry, Physical Geography, Natural Philosophy, 
Astronomy, Psychology, Logic, Rhetoric, Moral Philosophy, 
Mental Philosophy, Political Economy, and the Constitution 
of the United States. 

IV.— CURRICULUM. 
The Curriculum shall be as follows : 
First Year. 

English Grammar and Analysis, Elocution, History of England, Writing ; 
Natural Philosophy (elementary); Latin commenced; Book-Keeping com- 
menced ; Arithmetic reviewed ; Algebra completed ; Geometry, III Books. 

Secofid Year. 

Rhetoric, Composition, and Elocution ; English Grammar and Analysis ; 
History of Rome ; Book-Keeping continued ; Physical Geography, Physi- 
ology ; Latin continued ; German commenced ; Geometry completed ; 
Plane Trigonometry ; Mensuration. 

Third Fear, 

Rhetoric, Composition, and Elocution; History of English Literature; 
History of Greece; Natural Philosophy (full course); Astronomy com- 
menced ; Latin continued ; German continued ; Greek commenced 
(optional); French commenced; Surveying, Leveling, and Navigation. 

Fourth Year. 

Original Speeches and Elocution ; English Literature ; History of the 
Ancient Empires; Mental Philosophy; Moral Philosophy; Constitution of 
the United States ; Chemistry and Geology ; Latin continued ; Greek con- 
tinued ; French continued ; German continued ; Analytical Geometry ; 
Astronomy completed ; Review of Mathematics. 
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No pupil shall be excused from any study as arranged in 
in the preceding curriculum, without the consent of the Com- 
mittee ; and any pupil who may be excused shall forfeit all 
right to contest for the graduating honors and prizes. 

V.—EXAMINATION AND ADMISSION. 

There shall be ah examination of candidates for admission 
to the Baltimore City College, annually, in the month of July, 
to be conducted by the Faculty, under the direction of the 
Committee ; and the result of such examination shall be sub- 
mitted to the Board as soon thereafter as practicable. 

Boys of fourteen years of age who shall have passed two 
quarters, and boys of twelve years of age who shall have 
passed two full scholastic years in the Grammar Schools next 
preceding the time for examination, having paid their tuition 
fees in full, of good moral character, and who shall pass an 
examination in Spelling, English Grammar, Geography, Arith- 
metic, and Algebra through Simple Equations, involving three 
unknown quantities, to the satisfaction of the Committee, shall 
be entitled to admission. If any admitted student should not 
take his seat in the College within one week from the banning 
of the term, he shall not be entitled to admission, unless the 
delay be caused by sickness or unavoidable absence from the 
city. • 

Principals of Grammar Schools shall report to the Superin- 
tendent, on the third Tuesday in June, the names of all boys 
who will be candidates for admission to the Baltimore City 
CoU^ at the ensuing examination, in conformity with blanks 
to be famished by that oflScer. 

No candidate who has been guilty of truant-playing or any 
other grossly improper conduct during the scholastic year, shall 
be examined or admitted without the authority of the Com- 
mittee; and it shall be the duty of Principals to report all 
such candidates to the Committee for its action. 
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Boys of fourteen years of age who are not pupils of the * 
Grammar Schools shall be entitled to examination for admis- 
sion, and the Committee shall arrange for the examination of 
such candidates at such times as may be deemed proper, but 
the requirements and standard of such examination shall be 
4 he same as that required of Grammar School pupils. 

No pupil who has been removed from t!ie Baltimore City 
College shall be re-admitted unless by special action of the 
Committee. 

VI.— DUTIES OF THE FACULTY. 

The Principal shall be charged with the government of the 
School and the general supervision of its studies, subject to the 
advice and direction of the Committee. He shall also have 
^charge of the rooms, furniture, library, cabinets, apparatus and 
other property of the School, and shall be accountable to the 
Board for the proper use and preservation of the same. At 
the close of each year he shall present to the Board a report on 
the condition and wants of the School. 

The Faculty, severally, shall be responsible for the improve- 
ment of their classes, and for the safe-keeping of the furniture, 
Ac., of their class-rooms. 

VII.— DISCIPLINE. 

The Professors, in their respective departments, shall main- 
tain order, enforce obedience, and urge to application by such 
incentives as are consistent with these general regulations, 
avoiding at all times the use of harsh or opprobrious epithets. 

Each Professor shall keep a diary or register of conduct, in 
which he shall note any act of misconduct, whether ordinary 
or special, which occurs in his presence, or which comes prop- 
erly under his notice, with the amount of his censure expressed 
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in demerit marks. He shall leave his diary with the Principal 
^%5vhen required, once a week, or oftener ; and It shall be the 
duty of the Principal to. examine such entries and approve 
t^hem, or (after consultation with the Professor) make such 
ohange in said demerit marks as in his opinion shall be just, 
and then the same shall be carried into the demerit ledger ; 
but all such changes which may not meet the approval of the 
Professor shall be reported to the Committee for its action. 

The students are required to be punctual in their attendance, 
diligent in their studies, respectful and polite toward their 
teachers, kind and civil in theii; intercourse with each other, 
and to observe order and decorum in going to and returning 
from school. 

Offences against the government of the school shall be 
classed as ordinary and special; the firet includin;^ everything 
which hinders the progress of study, or is in its nature im- 
proper, and which might be avoided by due attention on the 
part of the student, but which is rather the result of carelessness 
than a deliberate purpose to offend ; and the second including 
every kind of intentional misconduct. 

The particular acts embraced under the class of ordinary 
offences shall be made known, o£Scially, from time to time, as 
the exigencies of the school may require ; and for each of these 
offences there shall be, in the first instance, a demerit mark of 
1. If the offence be committed after special warning by the 
Professor, it shall be so recorded, and incur a demerit mark of 
2 ; and an additional demerit mark for each additional warn- 
ing ; provided, however, the mark for this class of offences 
shall not exceed 5. 

The demerit for lateness and absence, when the detention 
is not occasioned by sickness, necessary attendance on the sick, 
or some equally imperative cause, shall be as follows : Late- 
ness, 10 minutes or less, 1; more than 10 minutes and not 
more than 30, 2 ; more than 30 minutes and not more than 
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the first recitation period, 3 ; any larger part of the day, 4 ; 
absence a whole day, 6. This does not include truant-playing, 
which is embraced under the head of special offences. When 
a student has been late or absent, it shall be his duty, on his 
appearance in the school, to deliver to the Principal a note, 
signed by his parent or guardian, stating the length and cause 
of such detention, in order that it may be judged of under 
this rule. 

No student, after entering the school in the morning, shall 
leave under any pretext whatever, before the close of the 
session, without the written permission of the Principal ; and 
it shall be the duty of the Principal to record in his diary 
the name, the time, and the cause of such permission when 
granted. 

When any offence has been committed which seems to 
require more than usual notice, the Professor in whose presence 
it has occurred shall either send the offender at once to the 
Principal, or cite him to appear before the Faculty at their 
next regular meeting, according to the grade of the offence ; 
and every student shall promptly report himself to the Princi- 
pal, or answer his citation before the Faculty as required. 

Every act of truant-playing shall, in the first instance, incur 
a demerit mark of 10 for each day of such absence, accom- 
panied with admonition, public or private, according to the 
circumstances of the case; and if repeated after such admoni- 
tion, the truant shall be indefinitely suspended, and his case 
reported at once to the Committee. 

Any student having presented a note or other writing? 
falsely purporting to be signed by his parent, guardian, or 
other responsible person, shall be deemed guilty of a very 
grave offence, and shall l>e dealt with by the Committee in 
their discretion. 

Any student losing, destroying, or injuring any property of 
the Board, teiwhers, or of his fellow-students, shall make ade- 
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quate pecuniary oompensation, irrespective of whatever school- 
censure the circumstances of the case may require. 

The parents or guardians of pupils habitually indolent^ or 
so inegular in their attendance as to prevent their advance- 
ment with their classes^ will be requested to withdraw them^ 
and in case of refusal they shall be reported to the Committee 
for expulsion. 

For any gross offence^ which seems to require it^ a student 
may be suspended by the Principal^ and the case reported 
immediately to the Committee. 

When the number of a student^s demerit marks^ in one 
quarter, amounts to 50, it shall be the duty of the Principal 
to suspend* him. If, then, the student and his parent, or guar- 
dian, appear before the Faculty and give such assurances as 
may lead them to believe there will be a decided reformation, 
they may in their discretion readmit him on trial, or refer his 
case to the Committee at their next stated meeting. Should 
he again, after such readmission, accumulate 50 demerit marks 
before the end of the next quarter, he shall be indefinitely 
suspended by the Faculty, and reported for dismission to the 
Committee at their next stated meeting. 

All supensions, whether by the Principal or the Faculty, 
shall be recorded on the minutes. Students under suspension, 
as all others, are required to attend the term examinations. 

A student may be promoted to a higher class at any time 
by a vote of the Faculty, if in their opinion his age and attain- 
ments are such as to make it expedient. 

Each Professor shall keep a daily record of recitations, 
estimating the value of each on a scale running from to 100. 
At the end of the quarter these will be averaged. From the 
averages of the several Professors a general average will be 
obtained, called the Quarterly Average of Scholarship. At 
the end of each term (the term consisting of two quarters) a 
rigid examinatibn of the classes will be held in the studies of 
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the term, and the results expressed numerically on a scale of 
100. The average of these results, combined with the quar- 
terly averages of the same term, will give the Term Average 
of Scholarship. When a class is about to graduate, an exam- 
ination of it will be had in all the studies of the course, and 
the average of the results of this examination, combined witli 
all the term averages of scholarship, will give the Final Aver- 
age of Scholarship. 

The marks of demerit which a student may have incurred 
during the quarter will be deducted from 100, which will give 
the Quarterly Grade of Conduct. The average of the two 
quarterly grades will give the Term Average of Conduct. 
The average of all the term averages will give the Final Aver- 
age of Conduct. 

The quarterly average of scholarship combined with the 
quarterly grade of conduct will give the Quarterly Average of 
Merit. The term average of scholarship combined with the 
term average of conduct will give the Term average of Merit. 
The final average of scholarship combined with the final aver- 
age of conduct will give the Graduating Average. The student 
whose graduating average is the highest will stand No. 1, the 
one next highest No. 2, &c. 

Unless otherwise arranged by the Faculty, the student 
whose graduating average is the highest, i. e., who stands 
No. 1, shall at the Commencement deliver the Honorary Ora- 
tion ; the one who graduates No. 2, i. e., whose graduating 
average is second in order of merit, shall deliver the Valedic- 
tory ; and the one who graduates No. 3 shall deliver the Salu- 
tatory Address. 

The three students who stand the highest will each be enti- 
tled to a Peabody prize of the first grade (one hundred 
dollars), and the next four will each be entitled to a Peabody 
prize of the second grade, fifty dollars. 

Those students in all the classes, whose term average of 
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merit is not less than 90, shall be ranked as Distinguished ; 
and those whose term average is less than 90, but not less 
than 80, shall, in like manner, be ranked as Meritorious. The 
rank of graduates in this respect will be announced. No 
student will be permitted to graduate whose final average of 
scholarship or whose graduating average falls below 60 ; nor 
will any student be advanced with his class whose annual 
average of scholarship, found by combining the two term 
averages, is less than 60. 

VIII.— GENERAL RULES. 

The- rules and regulations for the Public Schools, both in 
regard to teachers and pupils, in so far as they are not super- 
seded by the foregoing, shall be in force in the Baltimore 
City College. 
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RULES RELATING TO FEMALE HIGH SCHOOLS. 



ARTICLE XXIV. 



I.— COMMITTEE. 

The legislative power of the Female High Schools shall be 
vested in the Committee on Female High Schools^ who shall 
meet at least once a month for the transaction of such business 
as the interests of the school may require^ in accordance with 
the rules of the Board. (See Article V.) 

II.— FACULTY. 

The Faculty shall consist of a Principal, First Assistant, 
and as many Assistants and Instructors as may from time to 
time be found necessary for the work of the schools. 

III.— COURSE OP STUDY. 

The r^ular Course of Study shall be four years, and shall 
not be extended except by permission of the Board. 

IV.— CURRICULUM. 

The Curriculum shall be as follows : 

1. English and Belle Leitres — Embracing Etymology, Penmanship, 
Elocution, Grammar, Ancient and Modern History, Rhetoric and Com- 
position. 

2. Maihemaiica — Embracing Arithmetic, Algebra and Geometry. 

3. Natural Sciences — Embracing Natural Philosophy, Astronomy, 
Chemistry and Physiology. 
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4. Moralf Mental and Political Seieneea — Embracing Moral Philosophy, 
Mental Philosophy, Political Economy, Constitution of the United States 
and of State of Maryland. 

& Music — Vocal. 

6. Drawing, 

7. French. 

No pupil shall be excused from any study as above arranged 
vrithout the consent of the Committee; and any pupil who 
may be excused shall forfeit all right to contest for the gradu- 
ating honors and prizes, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Committee. 

V.—EXAMINATION AND ADMISSION. 

There shall be an examination for admission to the Female 
High Schools, annually*, in the month of July, to be conducted 
by the Faculty under the direction of the Committee; and the 
result of the examination shall be submitted to the Board as 
soon thereafter as practicable. No pupil shall be examined 
under thirteen years of age. Pupils from private schools who 
may receive permits from the Committee, shall be examined 
at the same time as those from Grammar Schools, of which 
due notice shall be given in the dtcily papers at least ten days 
previous to the time of examination. 

Pupils who may pass a satisfactory examination, according 
to the standard approved by the Committee previous to the 
examination, in Spelling, Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic, 
Penmanship and Music, shall be admitted. 

If any pupil shall fail to present herself at the school within 
one week after the commencement of the term, she shall not 
be entitled to admission, unless the delay shall be caused by 
sickness or unavoidable absence from the city. 

Principals of Female Grammar Schools shall report to the 
Superintendent, on the third Tuesday in June, the names of all 
pupils who will be candidates for admission to the Female 
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High Schools at the ensuing examination, in conformity with 
blanks to be prepared by that officer. 

No pupil will be re-admitted if once removed from the 
school, unless otherwise directed by the Committee. 

VI.— DUTIES OP THE FACULTY. 

The Principal shall be charged with the government of the 
school, and the general supervision of its studies, subject to 
the advice and direction of the Committee. He shall also 
have charge of the rooms, furniture, library, cabinets, appa- 
ratus and other property of the school, and shall be account- 
able to the Board for the proper use and preservation of the 
same. At the close of each year he shall present to the Board 
a report on the condition and wants of the schools. 

The Assistants, severally, shall be responsible for the im- 
provement of their classes, and for the safe keeping of the fur- 
niture, &c., of their class-rooms. 

The Assistants shall at the close of each day report to the 
Principal the name of each pupil who has been absent from 
her class, or who has not been punctual in attendance, or who 
may have been guilty of misconduct. 

VII.— DISCIPLINE. 

The Assistants, in their respective departments, shall main- 
tain order, enforce obedience, and urge to application by such 
incentives as are consistent with these general regulations, 
avoiding at all times the use of harsh or opprobrious epithets. 

Each Assistant shall keep a diary or register of conduct, in 
which she shall note any act of misconduct, whether ordinary' 
or special, which occurs in her presence, or which comes 
properly under her notice, with the amount of her censure 
expressed in demerit marks. She shall leave her diary with 
the Principal when requirefl once a week, or oftener, and it 
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shall be the duty of the Principal to examine such entries and 
approve them, or (after consultation with the Assistant) make 
such change in said demerit marks as in his opinion shall be 
just, and then the same shall be carried into the demerit 
ledger ; but all such changes which may not meet the approval 
of the Assistants shall be reported to the Committee for it^ 
action. 

The pupils are required to be punctual in their attendance, 
diligent in their studies, respectful and polite toward their 
teachers, kind and civil in their intercourse with each other, 
and to observe order and decorum in going to and returning 
from school. 

Breaches of discipline shall be divided into ordinary and 
special, which the Principal shall define and oflBcially make 
known as the discipline of the school shall require. 

For each ordinary offence thus specified, the mark shall be 
1 ; and if afler the declaration of this (for in every case of 
marking the teacher must notify the pupil) the said oflFense be 
repeated during a period or session, the mark shall be 2. If 
again repeated in the same time, the pupil must be sent to the 
Principal. Special offences, among which may be classed as 
prominent, direct disobedience or disrespect, may be noted and 
deferred only for the decision of the Principal ; or the oflFender 
may be immediately sent to him with the offence specified. 
No pupil, for any offence, must be sent from any room except 
as above specified. Unbecoming or unladylike conduct, either 
in the school building, yard, or upon the street, shall be con- 
sidered a special offence. 

The mark for lateness at the opening of school shall be 1 ; 
for fifteen minutes, 2; for a period, 3; for a longer time, 4; 
and for a whole day, 5 ; except such be caused by personal 
sickness, necessary attendance on the sick, or death in the 
family. 

18 
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Pupils, for absence, must bring notes of excuse from parents 
or guardians. Such notes must express the cause. No pupil 
will be allowed to leave the building during the school session, 
except for the causes specified above, without a note counter- 
signed by one of the Committee on the school. 

When the number of demerit marks in any quarter shall 
amount to twenty-five, the pupil against whom they shall be 
recorded shall receive a notice of warning, and if the number 
in any quarter shall reach fifty, the pupil shall be suspended 
by the Principal. If, however, the pupil and parent, or 
guardian, shall appear and give assurances of reformation, she 
will be re-admitted, but the effect of such suspension shall be 
to disqualify her for competing for the highest prizes. Should 
she again, after such re-admission, accumulate 60 demerit 
marks before the end of the next quarter, she shall be indefi- 
nitely suspended by the Faculty, and reported for dismission 
to the Committee at the next stated meeting. 

Every suspension shall take one from the final average of 
the last year; and any one who, during the last year, shall 
have fifty demerit marks, shall be disqualified for competition 
for admission to the lectures of the Peabody and Maryland 
Institutes. Each teacher must, at his or her option, mark reci- 
tations on a scale of from 1 to 100, in any branch or branches 
in his or her charge, but in the months of January and June 
there shall be a stated and special semi-annual or term exami- 
nation of every class in all the studies of the preceding half 
year or year. Examinations held during a term shall be con- 
sidered as recitations. The average of recitations, if any, 
during a term, shall be added to the result of the term exami- 
nation, and the average of the two shall be the Term Average 
of Scholarship. At the close of the year the average of the 
two terms shall be an Annual Average of Scholarship. The 
number of demerit marks received in a term shall be taken 
from 100, and the balance shall be a Term Average of Con- 
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duct, and the average of the two term averages shall be an 
Annual Average of Conduct. 

An average of Annual Conduct averages during the whole 
course of four years shall be the final conduct average. 

An average of the Final Conduct average, and of the annual 
average of Scholarship for the fourth or graduating year shall 
constitute the graduating average. And to the pupil having 
the highest number shall be awarded the first medal. and Hon- 
orary Address ; to the next, the third medal and Salutatory, 
and to the rest in the order of their rank the remaining medals. 
The Faculty may, however, at its option, award the preparation 
and reading of the address to such other graduates as it may 
select. 

For promotion from the first year to the second, from the 
second to the third, and from the third to the fourth, the Scho- 
lastic average shall be 65, but for a diploma the Scholastic 
average of the fourth year shall be 75. From 75 to 80 shall 
be considered Meritorious, from 80 to 90 Excellent, above 90 
Distinguished, and these results shall be expressed on the 
diploma, which shall be awarded at the Commencement that 
shall be held at such time as the Committee may appoint. 

In case of failure on the part of any pupil to complete any 
term record, such failure shall at once be reported to the Com- 
mittee ; and if it arise from a cause satisfactory to them, it 
shall not of itself deprive a pupil of the right to a diploma; 
but no pupil who fails to complete both term records in the 
fourth or graduating year shall be entitled to a Peabody 
Medal. 

The five pupils who stand the highest will each be entitled 
to a Peabody prize of the first grade, and the next will each 
be entitled to a Peabody prize of the second grade. 
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VIII.— GENERAL RULES. 

TJic rules and regulations for the Public Schools, both in 
regard to teachers and pupils, in so far as they are not super- 
seded by the Torching, shall be in force in the Female High 
Schools.

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PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF BALTIMORE, 



Office of Commissioners of Public Schools, 
Baltimore, November 1, 1875. 
To the Mayor and City Council of Baltimore : 

The Board of Commissioners of Publio Schools respect- 
fully submits its Annual Beport of the condition of the schools 
for the year ending October 31st, 1875. 

The object of the Ordinance which directs the Board to 
famish an annual statement of its transactions, with an 
account of receipts and disbursements during the year, is to 
enable you to ascertain the true condition of the schools, and 
then to intelligently estimate and supply their wants. 

The appropriations for their support, which are necessarily 
increasing in amount, from year to year, may seem to be 
large, and beyond what is actually needed, and might excite 
the alarm and censure of our citizens, if they believed that 
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the money thus appropriated was improperly or injudiciously 
expended. The community is, therefore, deeply interested in 
the management of the schools in this respect, as well as in 
knowing whether the best system of instruction Las been 
adopted for the benefit of their children, and is certainly en- 
titled to receive full information. 

There can be no occasion for reticence upon any subject 
connected with our public schools. They were organized for, 
and are sustained by the public, and their progress, condition 
and management are subjects of vital concern to those who 
are so deeply interested in them. The concealment of any 
desired information would create distrust and impair confi- 
dence, and, as a necessary consequence, they would lose that 
public sympathy and support which are essential to their ex- 
istence. Our true policy is to fully and frankly report what 
we have done, so that it may be ascertained whether the 
results are commensurate with the outlay of time and money ; 
if they are, then to continue the work and more fully develope 
our system ; but, if not, then to make such changes in our 
management as will best secure the desired object. 

A review of the work of the past year presents the most 
gratifying results. There have been periods in the history of 
our schools when their success was endangered by the pre- 
judice and power of their opponents; but that time has passed, 
and now our citizens are earnest in their efforts to sustain and 
develope a system of education, which is conferring such in- 
estimable benefits upon our community. 

The growth and progress of our educational system may 
not have been as rapid and marked as that of some other 
cities, especially in the Western States, where the public 
seemed at once to appreciate the value and necessity of free 
education, and promptly appropriated the labor and results 
of others who had been struggling against opposition for so 
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many years. But whatever may have been our past hin- 
drances, they are now certainly removed, and public sentiment 
demands even more vigorous efforts, so that our schools may 
be second to none in the country. 

And this is the spirit which actuates those who have con- 
trolled them during the past year. They have sought to 
faithfully perform the trust confided to them, by providing a 
liberal education for the pupils of our schools, and making it 
such as would best subserve their future interests; and, at the 
same time, have exercised a prudent economy in the expendi- 
ture of the means furnished by the city for their support. 

In their efforts to accomplish these results they have been 
most cordially supported by the city authorities, who have 
added their moral influence to the liberal appropriations made 
for their support. 

The earnest and liberal views of those in authority, thus 
practically expressed, have elicited a cordial response from 
the heart of the community. It is universally conceded 
that it is our duty to protect and foster our educational 
interests, so that they may continue to be, as they have here- 
tofore been, the basis of success in the other callings of life. 

The best and most useful citizens are almost always the 
best educated men. If the mind and heart are properly 
trained and educated in early life, there is certainly less risk 
of depraved manhood. The records of all criminal institu- 
tions show that the largest portion of their inmates are 
illiterate, and that those who are the most intelligent are the 
easiest to reform. If crime can be prevented or diminished 
by education, it is far better to liberally appropriate money 
for this purpose than to legislate and labor for the punishment 
of vice, which might have been prevented. These truths 
should stimulate every one to the most earnest efforts for the 
general diffusion of knowledge, and to a cordial co-operation 
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with those who are engaged in the work, so that such educa- 
tion shall be given as will accomplish the best results. 

The proper sphere of public education is a subject of great 
interest and importance to every community in which the 
public schools exist. There undoubtedly is a difierence of 
opinion in the public mind as to the kind and amount of in- 
struction which these schools should furnish. It seems to be a 
problem difficult of solution — a vexed question with both legis- 
lators and educators ; and though often discussed, it has never 
yet been authoritatively decided to the entire satisfaction of the 
public. Each community must be left to judge for itself, and 
to furnish to its citizens such an amount as may be deemed 
necessary to prepare them to perform the duties of their 
position in life. It is certain that the systems of free instruc- 
tion of this period are different from what they once were. 
The original design may have been to provide only elemen- 
tary education to the class of children which then attended 
the schools ; and, probably, at that time it met the existing 
demand and gave general satisfaction. But, as the States 
grew older and stronger, and other important interests were 
more fully fostered, the desire for greater knowledge also 
became more general and earnest, as the people were dissat- 
isfied with the existing systems of limited instruction. 

In consonance with this sentiment they have demanded, 
from time to time, that more liberal provision should be made 
to meet the existing want ; and in response to this demand 
the legislators of the country have enlarged and strengthened 
the systems of free instruction, and placed them upon a 
basis so firm that they now can successfully resist all opposi- 
tion. 

The true policy for the State is to establish and support, bj 
proper taxation, such a system of free education as will pro- 
duce direct and general benefit to the whole community ; and

this can best be accomplished bj famishing instraction in 
every department of knowledge, from the lowest to the 
highest grade, which may be demanded. If it be true that 
the general diffusion of knowledge is essential to the full pre- 
servation of the rights of the people, then, free education is 
the very foundation of the pablic fabric, and it should un- 
doubtedly be broad, and deep and strong. 

This is the prevailing sentiment of this community with 
reference to our schools ; and the Board has, therefore, 
promptly responded to every request for higher education, 
and will continue to do so in the future. 

STATISTICS OF THE SCHOOLS. 

The number of public schools, teachers and pupils under 
the charge of the Board during the years 1874 and 1875, was 
as follows : 

Number of Schools October 31st, 1874 122 

Teachers " " 661 

Pupils enrolled October 31st, 1874 29,108 

Pupils in the Schools during 1874 39,569 

Number of Schools October 31st, 1875 125 

Teachers " " 706 

Pupils enrolled October 31st, 1875 31,356 

Pupils m the Schools during 1875 45,565 

This shows an increase of 3 schools, 45 teachers, 2,248 en- 
rolled pupils, and 5,996 general attendance during the year 
1875. 

The increase during the year 1874 over the preceding year 
was about 1,000 pupils, whilst it has been more than double 
that number during the past year, thus indicating the growth 
of the schools, and the continued confidence of the public in 
them. 
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The irregular attendance of the pupils continues to be a 
matter of annoyance and regret. The Board has adopted 
rigid rules for the purpose of enforcing attendance, and the 
teachers make every possible effort to carry them into effect, 
and yet, it is impossible to accomplish the desired result. 
There are doubtless many truants in our schools wbo deceiye 
their parents and teachers, and seriously injure other pupils 
with whom they are associated ; and yet there seems to be no 
effective remedy for the evil under the existing laws. It is 
not peculiar to our schools, but seems to prevail generally 
elsewhere ; and the only practical relief is in the adoption and 
application of a compulsory system. In Boston, New York, 
and other cities, the police co-operate with the school author- 
ities, and have organized a truant-police, whose special duty 
is to take charge of this class of children, and arrest all who 
are found on the streets during school hours who cannot give 
a satisfactory explanation, the presumption being that a large 
portion of them are truants from schools. The apprehension 
of arrest deters many from the practice, and the result has 
been to largely increase the attendance at the schools. 

Our system is voluntary, and the compulsory plan could 
not be adopted here without additional legislation ; but, if it 
could be done, it certainly would produce the same results as 
elsewhere, and be a benefit to our schools as well as the 
truant. 

SCHOOL CENSUS. 

It is very important to know the number of children of 
school-age in our city, and this information can be obtained 
by an annual school census. It would ecable those in charge 
of the public schools to ascertain the proportion attending 
private schools, and thus they could learn about how 
many are receiving no instruction whatever. There are 
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donbtless many who are entitled to admission to our schools, 
and it is our duty to devise some means to secure their attend- 
ance, but we do not know the number or residence, for want 
of proper statistics. 

Such an annual census is taken in all the large cities for 
the benefit of the school systems, and their annual reports 
furnish the information which is so important to them, of 
which we are deprived. The census could easily be furnished 
at a small expense through a special agent, with the aid of 
the Police, whose services could be obtained for this purpose, 
if the request was officially made. 

This information is annually asked by the Department of 
Education at Washington, for the purpose of preparing accu- 
rate statistical information with reference to the schools of the 
whole country, and we have never yet been able to satisfac- 
torily reply. We have heretofore submitted this subject for 
jour consideration, but no action has ever been taken, and 
we, therefore, again renew the application, with the hope that 
you will direct a school census to be taken during this year, 
from which the Board may obtain the desired information.

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The above statement shows that the total amount expended 
on account of the schools during the past year was $716,938.82^ 
of which the Board disbursed $577,005.19 for current expen- 
ses, and the Inspector of Buildings the sum of $139,933.63 
for the erection and repairs of buildings. 

The total appropriations made by the City Council for the 
use 'of the schools was $773,526.15, thus leaving an unex- 
pended balance of $56,587.33, which will be applied towards 
the completion of unfinished buildings.

The above ^estimate is in excess of that of last year, and 
yet, it cannot be diminished without injury to the schools. 
The committees of the Board have carefully examined their 
several departments, and have approximated as near as pos- 
sible to the actual requirements of the schools. Their esti- 
mates are based upon the expenditures of last year, in con- 
nection with the certain increase of pupils during this year, 
and the employment of additional teachers, which necessarily 
inTolves additional expense. 
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The above amount for the use of the Public Schools of this 
city may seem large to those who are not familiar with the 
work accomplished ; but, if they will carefolly examine, thej 
will find that the results are commensurate with the expendi* 
tures, and that the money thus expended by the city is one 
of its best investments. This department cannot be justly 
-charged with extravagance, and no one can fairly complain of 
^ny unnecessary outlay, in view of the fact that our school 
buildings are less costly, our teachers' salaries lower, our 
current expenses, and cost per pupil less than in most of the 
cities of our country. 

We express the hope, therefore, that liberal appropriation 
will be made for the support of the schools for the current 
year; and, that instead of cutting down the estimate, the fall 
amount may be appropriated, and those to whom it is com- 
mitted may be strictly held for its proper distribution and 
use. 

SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

During the past year the new building for the use of Balti- 
more City College was completed and dedicated. It was a 
grand era in the history of the public schools of our city, and 
public sentiment cordially endorse the outlay and purpose 
for which it was expended. 

A new building for the use of Grammar Schools Nos. 
3 and 14, and Primary School No. 23, which have been 
consolidated, has been erected on High street, and is 
commodious, well lighted and ventilated, and adapted to the 
purpose. The elegant building at the comer of Green 
and Fayette streets, for the use of Female Grammar and 
Primary Schools No. 1, is nearly completed, and will furnish 
accommodations for 1,000 pupils. Several other buildings 
have been commenced and will be completed early next year ; 
and several of our most important schools will then have the 
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facilities, of which they have so long been deprived. Here- 
tofore many of our schools have been performing their work 
ander serious disadvantages, in consequence of the inferior 
buildings which they have been compelled to occupy, to the 
injury of the health of both pupils and teachers. These old 
houses were erected many years ago, and were constructed 
without reference to proper ventilation, light or heat. The 
number of pupils was then small, and the buildings were 
better adapted to their use than now, when some of the rooms 
are crowded by one hundred pupils, which were only intended 
to accommodate half that number. 

Some of these old buildings have been much enlarged and 
improved by the Inspector of Buildings, who has been active 
and efficient in renovating as far as permitted by the appro- 
priations for that purpose. But, a number of these houses 
are wholly unsuited for school use, and never can be enlarged 
or altered to accomplish the desired end. They are contracted, 
cheerless, dingy buildings, without suitable yards, and neither 
teachers nor scholars should be compelled to occupy them. 

Our school lots should be large, with ample ground for ex- 
-ercise during recess, and our buildings should be commodious 
.and cheerful, erected upon the most approved plan, and in 
every respect adapted to the use for which they are intended. 
It would undoubtedly be greatly to the advantage of the city 
4ind the schools if several of the old buildings now in use were 
8oId, and new ones erected in their stead, even at some addi- 
tional expense, thus benefiting the health of pupils and 
teachers, and saving the annual expenditures now required 
for repairs. 

This statement of the condition of some of our schools will 
enable you to appreciate our reasons for asking your aid in 
the erection of new buildings during the year, for the use of 
the following named schools : 
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MALE AND FEMALE GR.VMMAR No. 6. 

The old building on Druid Hill avenue, near Biddle street, 
now occupied by these schools, was erected in 1841, more than 
thirty years ago. It was then doubtless thought to be com- 
modious and comfortable, and with ample accommodations 
for the number of pupils then in attendance, But, it is now 
uncomfortably crowded, and has but a small yard for the 
large number enrolled in this school, which is one of the best 
in our city. Many of the patrons of the school live far west 
of its present location, and they desire a site nearer to their 
homes. 

It would be greatly to its advantage if another lot was 
obtained on Druid Hill avenue, near Wilson street, or in 
that vicinity, and a liberal appropriation made for anew build- 
ing. We urgently recommend this matter to the early con- 
sideration of the authorities, and hope the necessary appro- 
priation will be made. 



MALE AND FEMALE GRAMMAR SCUOOL No. 12. 

We have heretofore suggested the sale of the building on 
Barre street, near Eutaw street, now occupied by these 
schools, and the erection of a new house in another location. 

This property is near the depot of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Eailroad Company, and would probably command a large 
price for business purposes ; and the proceeds thus realized 
could be used for the new building. The committee in charge 
of this school, and many of its patrons, are urgent for this 
change,.and we ask that the necessary authority may be given 
to accomplish the purpose. 
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MALE AND FEMALE GRAMMAR No. 10. 

The building occupied bj these schools is situated at the 
8outli-east corner of William and Warren streets, and is in- 
sufficient in size to accommodate the large number of pupils. 

The lot is 140 feet in depth, and the present building may 
be enlarged so as to furnish the necessary facilities ; and we 
ask that an appropriation be made to the Inspector of Build- 
ings for this purpose. 

FEMALE GRAMMAR No. 10. 

This school occupies a rented building at Locust Point, the 
lease of which will expire in July, 1876, and cannot be re- 
newed, as the owner intends removing it at that time. It will 
not be possible to rent anotlier suitable house, even if it was 
desirable to do so, for the use of this school, and unless a 
building is erected the Board will be compelled to close the 
only public school in that locality. It will require only a 
small appropriation to erect a building sufficiently large for 
the use of this school, and we ask your favorable considera- 
tion of the claim. 

MALE AND FEMALE PRIMARY No. 8. 

The house on Caroline street, near Lombard street, occupied 
by these schools, was rented more than twenty years ago, and 
is now entirely unsuited for their use. The building is only 
32 feet front by fifty feet deep, and does not contain sufficient 
rooms for the number of pupils, over four hundred, now in 
attendance. It is unfair to ask or expect full and satisfactory 
results from the labor of teachers and pupils, when thus 
crowded into a space too small for comfort, and which must 
necessarily injure the health of both. It would be desirable 
to sell this property, and apply proceeds of sale, and such 
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additional 8am as may be necessarj to erect a suitable house 
for the use of these schools. 

PRIMARY 8CU00LS No. 28. 

These schools occupy a building in the southern part of the 
city, at the corner of Battery avenue and Clement street, and 
have between five and six hundred pupils. 

They have been successfully conducted, and the attendance 
has always been large, and has now increased to such extent 
that the committee has been compelled to rent the basement 
of a church building for the accommodation of some of the 
classes. This necessity must injure the school, as it should 
not be separated, a portion being in the school house, owned 
by the city, and another portion in a rented building; and the 
difficulty should at once be removed by extending and en- 
larging the property, which may be done at a small expense. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS No. 11, akd PRIMARY SCHOOLS No. 13. 

These schools are located in the north-eastern section of 
the city, and occupy buildings which are not sufficiently 
large or comfortable to accommodate the large number of 
pupils in attendance ; and the committee think it would be 
greatly to the advantage of both schools that they should be 
consolidated, and a new building erected for their joint use. 

ENGLISH-GERMAN SCHOOLS. 

During the past year the Board has opened three schools 
for the use of those pupils whose parents desire them to receive 
instruction in the German language in connection with the 
English branches taught in our schools. The request seemed 
reasonable in view of the great value of the language in the 
business relations of society. The study has been success- 
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fall J introduced in other cities as a part of the public school 
system, and there was no reason why our schools should not 
offer the same advantages. These schools have thus far been 
eminently successful, and have met public favor to such extent 
that we find it difficult to meet the large demand for admis- 
sion. 

About 1,500 pupils entered within a few weeks after the 
schools were opened, and only five of that number were free, 
all the rest being pay pupils from choice. These schools 
have been placed under the charge of teachers well qualified 
to give instruction in English and German, and thus the 
ox>portunity is given of acquiring a knowledge of both lan- 
guages. These schools occupy rented buildings, which are 
not adapted to their wants, and yet, even with these disad- 
vantages, they are accomplishing excellent results. 

COLORED SCHOOLS. 

The number of schools for colored children is 15, under the 
charge of 68 white teachers, containing 3,562 pupils. These 
schools have been classified in the same manner as the 
schools for white children, and the studies of the Grammar 
and Primary departments are taught according to the 
capacity of the pupils. The general condition of these 
schools is very satisfactory ; and they present a strong argu- 
ment in favor of the policy of making liberal provision for 
the education of the colored children of our city. It is un- 
doubtedly our duty to furnish them good school houses, good 
teachers, and every other reasonable facility for obtaining an 
education, adapted to their position and wants. They have 
no desire in this city for admission into any other schools 
than those provided for them, and we shall certainly remove 
all complaint by making these what they should be in every 
respect. 
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PUBLIC SCHOOL LIBRARY. 

During the past year, a free library has been established 
for the use of the teachers and pupils of our Public Schools. 
Three rooms in Baltimore City College have been appropri- 
ated to the purpose, and fifteen hundred dollars have been 
applied in the purchase of books. The value and importance 
of such a library, in connection with Public Schools, cannot 
be doubted, after the success which has attended them 
elsewhere. 

In St. Louis, a Public School library was commenced a few 
years ago, with 1500 volumes, and it has already increased to 
40,000, with a circulation of over 100,000 annually. The 
same success and beneficial results have followed whereever 
they have been established for this purpose, and we 
felt that the teachers and pupils of our Schools were entitled 
to the same advantages. All teachers require books for 
educational and general reading, and it is impossible for tho 
most of them to obtain as many as they need. 

Tlie charge is constantly made against the teachers of 
Public Schools, that they confine themselves entirely to the 
work of the school room, and neglect other culture. This is 
a great blunder, and every facility should be furnished to 
enable them to avoid it. The faithful reading and study of 
the works of the best authors, will aid them materially in the 
duties of their profession, and furnish that general culture 
which is valuable in all our relations to society. It is our desire 
to furnish such books as will aid in accomplishing this result, 
and to exclude from our library, that pernicious class of 
literature, which so often vitiates pure taste, and injures the 
morals and mind of the readers. 

An annual appropriation will be made by the Board, for 
the purchase of books, and voluntary contributions will be 
received from those who may be disposed to assist in the 
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'work, and, in this way, we hope to obtain a valuable library 
'which will supply the want felt by th )3e connected with our 
schools. 



THE CENTENNIAL. 

It has been determined by the school authorities, that the 
educational interests of our State and City, shall be represent- 
ed at the Centennial. This department of the Exhibition 
ivill be one of its most attractive and interesting features, and 
it is certainly the duty of the educators in our community, to 
present the evidence of the work in which they are engaged. 

Other States are actively engaged in preparing for the 
occasion, and liberal appropriations have been made for the 
purpose, and we hope that like provision will be made by our 
authorities, to enable those in charge of our Public Schools to 
make a creditable representation. 

The subject in connection with the Schools of this City, 
has been referred to the Superintendent of Instruction, who 
will co-operate with the representatives of the State, in pre- 
paring such matter as may be deemed best. This will prob- 
ably embrace models and drawings of some of our School 
houses, specimens of School furniture, exhibitions of School 
work of all grades, fiom the Primary to the High Schools, an 
historical record of our educational system, with such statis- 
tics as will show its progress and present position ; and such 
other subjects as will properly represent our Schools. We 
hope that this work may be well done, so that those who 
examine it, may be satisl&ed that we have one of the best 
systems of public instruction in the country. 
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NAUTICAL SCHOOL. 



In our last Report, we submitted an Act of Congress, 
recently passed, which authorized the Secretary of the Navy 
to furnish a United States Vessel to the ports of New York, 
Baltimore and several other cities, to be used as a Nautical 
Sohool, under the supervision of the Board of Education and 
the Board of Trade of those cities. 

The object was to furnish instruction in Navigation, Seamen- 
ship, and all matters which pertain to the proper equipment 
and sailing of vessels ; and thus provide the means for a 
thorough Nautical Education, to those who expect employ- 
ment in the merchant service. 

The subject was deemed of sufficient importance to make 
inquiry with reference to the assignment of a vessel to this 
port, and it was ascertained that whilst the Government would 
furnish the vessel, all the expenses of the School, including 
the salaries of its officers, must be paid by the City to which 
the vessel is sent. This was found to involve a large outlay 
beyond the expectation of the Board; and as the Government 
was not then able to furnish a vessel, in consequence of their 
absence on public duty, it was thought best to defer further 
action. A vessel has been assigned to the port of New 
York, and a Nautical School established under the control of 
the Board of Education, which seems to be accomplishing the 
objects intended by the Act of Congress. The subject is again 
submitted for your consideration, and such action as you may 
deem proper. 

NORMAL CLASS. 

This Class continues to perform an important work in the 
education of Teachers for our Schools. 
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Since its organization in February, 1873, it has been under 
the charge of its present Principal, whose eminent ability as 
A teacher, specially qualifies him for the performance of this 
work. 

Instruction in the theory and practice of teaching is given 
to the pupils of this Class, which will materially aid them 
beroafter in the School-room, if properly applied. The 
necessity for this kind of information is felt by young and 
inexperienced Teachers, who must necessarily encounter many 
trials in their profession. They may have the necessary 
scholastic ability, and yet may not be able to succeed in 
teaching, because they do not know "how to teach." The 
necessity for Normal instruction is universally recognized by 
intelligent educators; and it is their experience and testimony,, 
that the best Teachers are generally those who have received 
their training in such Schools. 

The number of pupils enrolled in this Class on Slst 
October, was 147, and is composed chiefly of the Teachers in 
our Primary Schools, and those who expect hereafter ta 
engage in the work. We believe it would be for the advan- 
tage of all the Teachers in our Primary Schools, if they would 
attend the Normal Class, and we most earnestly recommend. 
it as a valuable auxiliary in their work. 

JOHNS HOPKINS UNIVERSITY. 

In connection with our review of the educational interests 
of our City, it is proper to refer to the new University, 
recently established in this State, and its future relations to 
our Public Schools. 

On the 24th August, 1867, an Incorporation was formed by 
several of the most influential and well known citizens of Balti- 
more, called "The Johns Hopkins University," for the promo- 
tion of education in the State of Maryland. This University haa 
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been most liberally endowed by the late Johns Hopkins, 
who died on the 24th December, 1873. By his will, he 
bequeathed property valued at about $3,000,000, for the use 
of this University, including his valuable county residence, 
known as "Clifton," containing 830 acres, near the City, which 
is intended for the site of this Institution of learning. This 
bequest is the largest ever given by any private citizen for 
educational purposes; and he left the entire management and 
disbursement of his gift in the hands of those whom he had 
selected as the Trustees of the. Institution, without any of the 
restrictions which so often impair the value of liberal 
bequests. 

The University was organized during the year by the elec- 
tion of Prof. Daniel H. Oilman as President, who entered 
upon the duties of his office on 1st May, 1875. Mr. 
Oilman is a graduate of Yale College, and was a Professor in 
that Institution for several years, when he was elected to the 
Presidency of the University of California. He has the rep- 
utation of possessing eminent culture and scholarship, with 
great executive ability, and is, doubtless, well qualified for 
the position for which he has been chosen. 

The Trustees are actively engaged in making arrange- 
ments to open the University in the Fall of 1876, and for that 
purpose, are endeavoring to obtain the professional services 
of those best fitted to perform the work of its several depart- 
ments. 

With a view of carrying out the wishes of the testator, the 
Trustees have established twenty free scholarships, to be 
known as ''Hopkins Scholarships," to be distributed among 
applicants from the States of Maryland, Virginia and North 
Carolina, "who may be most deserving of choice, because of 
their character and intellectual promise," and which will 
entitle the holders to free instruction during four years. 
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They have also established five additional free scholarships, 
known as the "University Scholarships," entitling the holders 
to free instruction for four years, which will be bestowed 
upon candidates from any part of the country, upon a com- 
petitive examination, which will be held in Baltimore in 
October, 1876. 

In addition to these, ten Fellowships, each yielding $500 
annually to the holders, will be conferred upon College 
graduates from any part of the country, "who exhibit special 
acquisitions in same brapch of science or literature, give 
promise of great intellectual merit, and desire to prosecute 
kigher studies in connection with this University." 

There are certain restrictions placed upon the holders of 
those fellowships, which will prevent them from engaging in 
the study of Theology, Law or Medicine, and they will be 
expected to render services as examiners or assistants to the 
Professors. 

A special scholarship is offered to the graduating class of 
Baltimore City College in 1876, and will be given to the 
student who passes the best competitive examination in the 
studies requisite for admission to the University. This 
scholarship is tenable for two years, and the holder will be 
entitled to receive one hundred dollars annually, at the end of 
the first and second years of his connection with the Univer- 
sity, upon the condition of his honorable conduct and pro- 
gress in his studies. This is a valuable inducement to such 
members of the class as desire to enter the University, and 
we hope will elicit honorable competition. 

There are many pupils in our Grammar Schools who do 
not wish to take the full course of study of the College, and 
for the purpose of furnishing additional instruction to this 
class, beyond what they receive in the Grammar Schools, as 
well as to elevate the standard of graduation in the College, a 
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Preparatory Dcp irtmeat has been established, and the curri- 
culum of studies so arranged as to accomplish both objects. 
This additional year to the College course, will enable the 
pupils to receive advanced iustniction, and the graduates will 
be qualified to enter the University. 

It is a subject of congratulation that the citizens of our 
State are soon to have the opportunity of obtaining that 
higher education at home which they have heretofore been 
compelled to seek elsewhere ; and we express the hope that 
the earnest desire of the Trustees of our new University may 
be fully realized, by the acceptance of the educational facili- 
ties thus extended to us. In many of the Western States^ 
where a doep interest prevails on the subject of free educa- 
tion, the University is established by law as a part of the 
school system, and they thus afford the pupils of the free 
schools the largest opportunity for a thorough education. 
But the State of Maryland does not make such provision for 
the highest education; and we, therefore, cordially welcome 
this new Institution of learning, and hope it may be success- 
ful in the noble work for which it has been founded. 

TEACHERS AND SALARIES. 

The number of teachera in our schools, at the close of the 
fiscal year, was 706 ; having charge of 125 schools, with an 
average of 40 pupils to each teacher. 

The Grammar and Primary Schools have each five grades 
of instruction, with one teacher assigned to each grade, 
except where the class is so large as to require the services of 
one or more additional teachers. This is generally the case 
in the lowest classes of the Primary Schools, as a large 
portion of all new pupils are assigned to this class. 

In view of the great importance of proper instruction being 
given by experienced teachers to the youngest children in the 
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Primary Schools, the Board has adopted a rule, assigning to 
tbis class the teacher in the school who is best qualified to 
perform the work, which involves the exercise of so much 
patience and industry, and for the purpose of retaining these 
teacliers permanently in their positions, the salary has been 
advanced beyond that paid to the other assistants. 

The work of this class is not only very important to the 
school, but is also very laborious to the teachers, as these 
pupils always require individual and constant attention, and 
hence, it was determined that those who were willing to 
accept the position permanently, and forego the opportunities 
for advancement, should receive the additional compensation. 

Chere can be no doubt as to the good policy of this rule, 
which has been generally adopted in other school systems, 
and is producing such beneficial results. 

The teachers are generally performing their work faithfully 
and efficiently. There is necessarily a great diflference in the 
kind and amount of work done by teachers of the same 
grade in all Public Schools. This results, in part, from the 
advantage which the experienced teachers enjoys over those 
who have more recently entered the profession. But there 
are doubtless some who do not properly understand or 
appreciate the work in which they are engaged, and who are 
only temporarily occupying their places whilst preparing for 
some other profession or business. These have not the true 
spirit of a conscientious teacher, and should retire from a 
work in which they can never accomplish much good, and 
may do much harm. They are mere pretenders in a profes- 
sion which they dishonor — have no proper views of what con- 
stitutes true education, and no sense of the great responsi- 
bilities which attach to the position of educator. The 
teacher's profession is high, and honorable, and useful; and 
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those in charge of Puplio Schools should make the coimim- 
nitj feel that the mterests of their children are safe in the 
teachers' hands. 

We bear testimony to the fidelity, energy and success of 
our teachers, and believe they enjoy the confidence of our 
community. 

If this is the general extent of their character and work, 
then it is clearly the duty of the public thus benefitted by 
their labor to see that they receive a proper compensation 
for their services. 

This suggestion is made in view of the prevailing rumor, 
that it is the intention of the city authorities to reduce the 
salaries of those employed in the different departments, 
including the teachers of our schools. 

We respectfully submit that their salaries are so low now» 
that it would be a great wrong to make them less. It is 
rather our duty, if any change is made, to increase the 
amount, so that intellectual labor may not be degraded by 
the proposed reduction. 

The professional standing and work of our teachers are 
equal to those connected with the Public Schools of other 
cities ; and yet, by a comparison with their schedule of sala- 
ries, we find that we pay twenty per cent, less than many of 
them. 

The annual expense for the support of the Public Schools 
of New York, Boston, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, 
Chicago, St. Louis and other cities, is largely in excess oif the 
cost in Baltimore; and in all those cities, the salaries of the 
teachers are higher than ours. 

The average annual salary of our teachers in 1873 was 
$596.48; in 1874, was $614; and during the past year» 
was $569. We can scarcely conceive it possible that 
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any reasonable person would ask a redaction of those rates, 
and we hope that this department may be exempted from th& 
application of the i-ule. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 

During the past year the cause of public education sus- 
tained a serious loss by the death of William E. Creery, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction in the city, which 
occurred on the 1st of May, 1875. His failing health had 
been perceived several months previous to his decease, and 
with a view to relieve him of the onerous duties of his office,, 
aud to enable him to regain strength and health, the Board 
tendered to him a leave of absence, and his friends urged him 
to accept the offer. But he was unwilling to leave the field 
of his labors at that time, in view of several matters of 
special importance, of which he had taken charge, and he 
struggled on in his feebleness, still feeling and hoping that he 
would soon recover without the necessity of absence from his 
post. He was mistaken in his hopes, and instead of gaining 
strength he become more enfeebled, until stricken down in 
the midst of his work, he sacrificed himself to a sense of duty. 

Mr. Creery had been consected with the Public Schools of 
this city for more than thirty years, and had successfully 
filled many important positions before his election as Super- 
intendent in 1868. Since that time, he had earnestly and 
faithfully devoted himself to the duties of his office, seeking 
to more fully develop the system committed to his charge 
and we believe that much of the success of the schools during 
the past few years may be attributed to his zeal and ability. 
He was eminently fitted for the position, combining in him- 
self the special qualities which are so necessary for success in 
the profession of teaching, and his great ability was evidenced 
by the success which followed his labors.

His death caused a profound aud sincere regret to the com- 
munity, and the many marks of respect paid to his memoiy 
by every class of our citizens, indicated how much he was 
esteemed. The teachers and pupils of the Public Schools of 
this city, have erected a handsome monument in Greenmonnt 
Cemetery as a tribute of their regard, and they will ever 
cherish grateful recollection of the friend who, for so maDj 
years, had devoted himself to their interests, and had so 
assiduously sought to elevate the standard of his noble pro- 
fession. 

Prof. Henry E. Shepherd, of Baltimore City College, was 
elected Superintendent of Instruction in the place of Mr. 
Creery, and has entered upon the discharge of his duties 
under the most favorable auspices. He has been the professor 
in charge of the department of History and English Litera- 
ture in the College for several years, and has performed its 
duties with great ability and success ; and we feel satisfied 
that his appointment will be of great advantage to the Public 
Schools of our city. 

OUR SCHOOLS AND THEIR CRITICS. 

In our brief review of the condition of the Public Schools 
of this city, we have exjiressed our satisfaction with the pro- 
gress made during the past year, and we hope for their con- 
tinued prosperity in the future. 

In thus commending them, we do not intend to suggest 
that they are as perfect and useful as they may be, nor that 
they are entirely free from faults, but on the contrary, we 
know that imperfections do exist, and we are striving to 
remove them as rapidly as circumstances will permit. 

No system of public education exists which cannot be 
improved. Each succeeding year reveals the errors of that 
which has past, and educators are thus enabled to remove 
existing evils, and improve their work. 
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In our official relation to our schools, and for the purpose 
of their improvement, we have cordially asked the suggestion 
and advice of the friends of free education in our city, and 
have often been benefitted by their judgment. The press is 
recognized as a valuable and important aid in developing and 
protecting the cause of free education ; and we acknowledge 
the assistance received by our schools from this source. We, 
of course, discriminate between the judicious counsel of true 
friends, and the flippant and scurrilous criticism of enemies. 
The former suggests the error and the remedy, whilst the 
latter sneers at alleged faults, but has neither the desire nor 
ability to correct them. 

To the former, we tender our thanks for their kind assist- 
ance and good advice; for the latter, we express that pity and 
contempt which they merit and will receive from the friends 
of free education. 

CONCLUSION. 

We beg to acknowledge the official and personal courte- 
sies and aid tendered to this department by all the officers 
of the City with whom we have had business relations during 
the past year. 

There were diflferences of opinion upon political and 
other matters of public policy, submitted for the consideration 
of the authorities, but all united in sustaining and strength- 
ening our School system, and liberally contributed the means 
necessary for its support. 

We express the hope that the same confidence may con- 
tinue to exist during the year upon which we have just 
entered; and that the Centennial year of our country's history 
may be the most successful year in the history of the Public 
Schools of our City.

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PROFESSOR WM. R. CREERY. 



On the first of May, 1875, our esteemed Superintendent, 
^^of. W. E. Creery, ceased from his labors, and entered into 
*^^^ rest. His zeal, and his devotion to the cause of public 
^^ucation, demand no eulogium or panegyric from me. The 
I^^esent efficiency of our system, is perhaps the most substan- 
tial expression of his eminent merit and usefulness. 

THE FEMALE HIGH SCHOOLS. 

The condition of our Female High Schools, as well as the 
most successful and rational mode of elevating their standard 
of instruction, is a question that has interested me profound- 
ly. The solution of the problem, is simple, and easy of at- 
tainment. I have visited the High Schools, with constantly 
increasing pleasure and satisfaction, examined many of the 
classes, and endeavored to acquire an intelligent appreciation 
of their merits and defects. Every facility has been aflforded 
me by the courtesy of the teachers, who have also assisted nxe 
by valuable suggestions, based upon experience, and sustained 
by the critical judgment of the most enlightened scholars of 
the present era« Most desirable results, I think, could be at- 
tained, by a judicious revision of the schedule, affording & 
greater number of periods per week to History, Literature^ 
Composition, Bhetoric, and the related studies, than are now 
alloted to them ; and twice the present number of periods to 
the study of the French Language. I am confident that the 
High School system will be rendered more useful, symmetri- 
cal, and comprehensive, by the adoption of the course that I 
have indicated. 

The desuetude into which the French Language appears to 
be falling in our High Schools and City College, is sincerely 
to be deplored. The most logical and cultivated speech of 
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modem Europe, an almost indispensable accomplishment to 
an educated lady, and embodying rich stores of varied learn- 
ing, the indifference with which it seems to be regarded, is a 
cause of especial regret to all lovers of genuine culture. It is 
perhaps not creditable to the present state of English scholar- 
ship, that the most brilliant history of our literature, is the 
production of a French writer. 

THE BALTIMORE CITY COLLEGE. 

In the City College the same general difficulties prevail, 
that I have pointed out in connection with the High Schools. 
It is to be hoped that the existing condition of affairs, will be 
partially remedied by the adoption of the "Intermediate 
Grade," now under consideration by the Board of School 
Commissioners. An additional year will thus be afforded for 
the study of the Classical Languages, thereby elevating the 
standard of this department, as well as making a liberal and 
generous provision for that large proportion of our Grammar 
School pupils, who do not desire to pursue the studies of the 
Collegiate course. The elevation of the standard in the de- 
partment of languages, is the most urgent necessity of the 
Institution. It is my cherished hope that at no distant day 
two additional years will be assigned to the Collegiate course, 
thus placing the Institution in the department of languages, 
upon an equality with the best American Colleges. I also 
suggest that the study of Greek be commenced in the second 
year of the Collegiate course, (as that course is hereafter to 
be constituted) and that the study of this language be no 
longer elective, but a requisite for graduation, as well as Latin 
or German. The study of French in the City College, is re- 
duced to a mere minimum. It is my earnest recommendation 
that at least twice the time devoted to this language, be here- 
after alloted to it, and that it be cotnmenced in the second. 
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instead of tho third year of the Collegiate course. The 
reasons of this suggestion, are set forth in my comments upon 
the Female High Schools. The efficient condition of the 
Mathematical and Scientific Departments, leaves little to be 
desired, so far as they are concerned, except perhaps, some 
modifications in the schedule of the latter, which need not be 
discussed in this report. The constantly increasing reputa- 
tion of the Institution, is the most substantial expression of 
popular favor, and appreciation of the eminent merit and ad- 
mirable scholarship of the present Faculty. 

I renew my appeal to the Committee, (whose line of con- 
duct toward the College, has been characterized by an en- 
lightened purpose, and commendable liberality) to use all dili- 
gence in expanding and elevating the curriculum, assigning 
to the languages, including the English, the prominence to 
which they are justly entitled, increasing the rigor of the ex- 
amination of candidates for admission ; creating a special 
average for the graduating class, thus rendering graduation 
dependent upon thm'oiigh proficiency in each separate study , and 
not upon a mere general result, oftimes vague, disproportion- 
ate, confused ; and always offering a premium to mediocrity 
And to indolence. 

THE GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

Since my accession to the office of Superintendent, I have 
visited and examined the Grammar Schools, carefully and 
diligently. I have been received with uniform courtesy and 
kindness by the teachers, and every facility in their power 
lias been generously placed at my disposal. The principal 
defects of the Grammar Schools are somewhat similar to 
those that prevail in the Female High Schools, and in the 
Oity College. The lack of accurate training in the idiomatic 
use of their mother speech, the general absence of the simplest 
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historical information, tho want of knowledge of the force and 
significance of words, the contracted scope of the instmctioDy. 
are the most serious imperfections in our Grammar Schools^ 
that thus far I have discovered. 

Many of our children have no more definite conception of 
William of Orange, or the Duke of Marlborough, than they 
have of Theseus or Pisistratus, nor any more accurate com- 
prehension of Magna Charta or the Bill of Eights, than of the 
Pandects, or the Laws of the Twelve Tables. It is no causa 
for astonishment, that under the dominion of such a system^ 
the gravest historical and literary blunders, acquire the force 
and the dignity of truth, under the auspices of renowned Aca- 
demies, and the sanction of illustrious names. I have in every 
instance suggested to the teachers the correction of these 
essential defects. My suggestions have been listened to with 
courteous attention, and their importance, I think, is generally 
appreciated. I am assured that we shall witness a marked 
improvement in the condition of our Grammar Schools, and 
that their present contracted curriculum will be succeeded by 
a more scholarly and generous conception of education. It is. 
hoped that the " Intermediate Grade," will, if established^ 
exercise a salutary influence, in increasing the usefulness of 
our Grammar Schools. 

Among the auspicious indications for the future of our 
schools, is the increasing appreciation of art culture, with its. 
refining, ennobling influence. Stately and graceful edifices, 
are gradually succeeding the antique and forbidding struc- 
tures, in which the pliant and susceptible intellects of our 
children received their first impressions of school life. 

The recently erected Grammar and Primary Schools, Nos^ 
1 and 3, are an ornament to the city, and an honor to the skill 
and judgment of those who designed and executed them. 
There exists no reason, so far as I am aware, why art culture 
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should not occupy to a certain extent, the same position, and 
^accomplish the same results, that it achieved in Athens dur- 
ing the palmiest days of Attic art. 

ENGLISH-GERMAN SCHOOLS. 

The English-German Schools, (of which the first was estab- 
lished December 1st, 1874,) have succeeded beyond all reason- 
able expectation. The creation of a fourth school has become 
<an imperative necessity. The increasing demand for instruc- 
tion in German, its rare value to the scholar, as well as its 
practical importance in commercial and business circles, de- 
monstrate the wisdom of making ample provision for the 
thorough acquisition of the language. 

MUSIC. 

In the department of Music, the results attained during the 
past year appear to be satisfactory and gratifying in every 
xespect. The Schedule prepared by the Chairman of the 
'Committee on Music, has proved a decided success in its 
practical application in the classes. The seveial gentlemen 
in charge report the increasing interest and diligence of the 
pupils, stimulated by the public examination in Music, and 
the general earnestness and enthusiasm that characterize the 
department. I doubt not that the instruction in Music im- 
parted to the children, will tend to enhance their appreciation 
of the beautiful, quicken their sensibilities, and in every re- 
spect exercise an ennobling and refining influence. 

DRAWING. 

In this department the want of an established and uniform 
43ystem, is the principal defect. That it is an essential one, 
admits of no dispute. I have had repeatod opporttmities to

observe the taste and skill of the ladies in charge of this de- 
partment, as well as the delicacy of conception, and grace of 
execution, that distinguish much of their work. I doubt not 
that they are accomplishing all that can be effected, with the 
serious disadvantages to which they are subjected. 

The importance of art culture in any liberal system of edu- 
cation, is so well established by the experience of the most 
enlightened nations, and the literature relating to the subject, 
is so attractive and accessible, that extended comment is ren- 
dered entirely gratuitous. 

SATURDAY NOR>IAL CLASS. 

I have repeatedly visited the Normal Class, and observed 
its workings with pleasure and satisfaction. The specific in- 
tention of the class, is to inculcate modes of conveying in- 
struction, and not merely the imparting of knowledge; in 
other words, to teach the rationale of teaching, in accordance 
with the most intelligent and enlightened methods. If the 
class adheres faithfully to its idea, I doubt not that it will 
become the fruitful source of good, to our teachers, and to our 
schools. I have only to commend the skill and earnestness of 
the instructors, and to express my regret that so few avail 
themselves of the facilities which the class affords. 

COLORED SCHOOLS. 

Thus far I have been able to observe the workings of the 
Colored Schools, only to a limited extent. My general im- 
pression has been decidedly favorable, the intelligence and at- 
tainments displayed by the pupils, surpassing what I had an* 
ticipated or expected. I doubt not that a more intimate ac- 
quaintance, and a more thorough examination, will tend to 
enhance this impression. 
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CONCLUSION. 



In coDclusioD, permit me to urge the teachers to greater 
diligence and faithfulness in study, and to suggest that they 
aTail themselves of the treasures of learning contained in our 
public libraries, especially the rich and varied collections of 
the Peabody Institute. It is my hope that our Public School 
Liibrary, soon to be established at the City College, will im- 
part a stimulus to systematic study, and research, among our 
teachers. The reforms, which I hope, at no distant day, to 
introduce into the examination of applicants for teachers' cer- 
tificates, will render more varied and thorough attainments, 
an imperative necessity upon the part of future candidates. 

All details respecting the Primary Schools, will be found by 
reference to the report of the Assistant Superintendent. 

My grateful acknowledgments are due to those who have 
honored me with so conspicuous an illustration of their con- 
fidence, as well as to thobe who have aided me by valuable 
and timely suggestions, and have generously borne with the 
imperfections that result from the lack of ripened judgment 
and mature experience.

The foregoing enumeration does not include the primary 
•departments of Male and Female unclassified Schools No. 21, 
iUor that of Female Grammar School No. 16. 

By comparing the number on roll with that of the previous 
jrear, it will be seen that there has been an increase of pupils 
amounting only to fifty-two. This is mainly ascribable to the 
English-German Schools established during the year. If the 
number of primary pupils in these latter schools be added to 
the regular primary pupils, the total will exhibit an increase 
^bout equal in ratio to that of former years. 
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The average attendance, though satisfactory, has not at- 
tained a point of excellence beyond which improvement is not 
desirable. Still it seems almost unreasonable to expect bet- 
ter. The lowest grade, which usually comprises one-third of 
a school, consists of little ones of only about six years of age, 
whose regular attendance cannot easily be secured. Inclem- 
ency of weather, parental indulgence and various other 
•causes combine to class it next to the impossibilities. The 
efforts of the respective teachers, however, have been unre- 
mitting in the matter, as the good condition that exists amply 
evidences. An inspection of the school reports of other cities 
will show that in regard to average attendance, the primaries 
of this city are not being distanced. On the contrary, we 
have reason to be gratified with our comparative showing. 
And this the more so, as our mode of determining such atten- 
dance is based upon the actual number in the school at the 
4ime, and not upon a roll that comprises many that do not in 
fact belong to the school, as is the case in some systems. 

The semi-annual promotions from Primary to Grammar 
Schools show an aggregate of twenty-four hundred and 
•eighty-seven for the year. This is a large number, indeed 
too larga One-sixth the entire average attendance would 
probably be the proper annual contribution to the Grammar 
Schools. A greater number than this would Impair that 
symmetrical relation that should exist between Primary and 
Grammar Schools, and out of which grow, in a great measure, 
the vigor and vim characteristic of a successful system. In 
former years there existed a spirit of rivalry among princi- 
pals, prompting each to efforts to excel in the promotion of 
numbers. Those were the times of forcing and jcrammingy 
and there is but little doubt that much of the breaking down 
that occurred among the pupils of the higher grades of schools 
had its origin just then and there. I have persistently en- 
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deavored to combat the evil, though I fear that a trace of the 
old leaven is still in the lump. I will not say that there have 
not been other influences also, operating with power upon 
principals in the matter. The solicitations of Grammar 
School teachers, the tenure of whose positions is depen- 
dent in part on a large Primary supply, the unreasonable de- 
mands of parents for the rapid promotion of their children, 
and the conviction of principals that their professional 
efficiency is estimated by Commissioners, in a great measure^ 
on the numbers they promote, are neither idle nor ineffectual 
agencies. But whatever causes contribute to the evil, it needs 
to be watched with care and attention, and to have appro- 
priate remedies applied for its correction. 

DISCIPLINE. 

I am happy to state that the past year has been character- 
ized by less corporal punishment in our Primaries than any 
of its predecessors. The rules of the Board allow its inflic- 
tion by principals in cases of necessity, but, it must be said to 
their credit, that they have used the power but seldom. It has 
been found out that systematic order and interesting teaching 
obviate, in a great degree, the necessity of such punishment^ 
and so the efforts of teachers to dispense with it as an agent 
of government has aided them most materially in producing 
better and more attractive schools. It is to be hoped that 
the day is not distant when corporal punishment will be with 
us a thing of the past. I do not think it all necessary that 
our teachers should be angels that such a consummation may 
be attained. A little extra self-watching on their part, a little 
more intensity in their love of professional duty, a modicum 
more of decision and firmness in administration, a completer 
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knowledge of little children, and a capacity to employ the 
whole time of themselves and pupils in interesting and agree- 
able exercises, will go far to the bringing about of the happy 
period. 

METHODS OF INSTRUCTION. 

In the reports I had the honor of submitting periodically 
during the year, I discussed the subject of methods to an ex- 
tent that renders any further treatment of it at this time un- 
necessary. I may say in general terms, however, that our 
teachers have manifested eagerness and zeal in the matter, 
being solicitous at all times of obtaining the newest and most 
successful methods. I may say, also, in this connection, that 
while I have insisted on one particular method as the prevail- 
ing one, with reference to the teaching of each branch, I have 
not limited the instruction to that particular method. Teach- 
ers are allowed, after having performed the requirements 
essential to uniformity throughout the system, to practice 
such other method or methods as their judgment may ap- 
prove. As for instance, in Arithmetic, I have insisted that 
tJie teaching shall be done in all the schools according to the 
principles of the rules given in the text-book adopted by the 
School Board ; this accomplished, any other plan that the 
teacher thinks proper to use, is not objected to. The same 
principle is applied to the teaching of the other branches. 

SUBJECTS TAUGHT. 

The branches comprising the schedule for the Primary 
Schools, are the Alphabet, Spelling, Beading, Arithmetic, Pen- 
manship and Geography. 

The Alphabet is taught by naming the letters, though in 
some schools the sounds are also included in the instruction* 
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I think the time has come to make it a requirement that pho- 
netics be taught in all the grades of the Primaries. By all 
means it should be made a duty of the teachers of the lowest 
grade to do so. I believe that much of the defective charac- 
ter of reading in the higher grades, has resulted from a 
neglect to train properly the organs of hearing and speech at 
the very beginning of the school course. It is the province of 
phonetics to do this. The recent action of the Board by which 
a special teacher is to be designated for the lowest grade, af- 
fords a favorable opportunity for engrafting on the schedule 
appropriate exercises in this important branch. 

Spelling has received my special attention during the year. 
I am satisfied that a change of the schedule with reference to 
this branch, would be beneficial. As it is, pupils are required 
to memorize the spelling of whole columns of words not ex- 
plained by' any context, and which, for the most part, are not 
only not in their own vocabulary, but are even beyond that of 
the average teacher. The inevitable result has often mani- 
fested itself at examinations made during my visits to the* 
schools. Children have spelled at my dictation, promptly 
and correctly, such words as " Physic, Almonry, Aichetype, 
Dulcimer, Estuary, &c.," but would immediately afterwards 
misspell the common and familiar words of their ordinary 
speech. I have endeavored to remedy the defect by suitable 
exercises, but the exactions of the schedule are so enormous 
that teachers complain that they have scarcely time to com- 
plete the requirements as they are, and that their classes 
would certainly fail at the term examination, if any portion of 
it was devoted to extra exercises. Primary school children 
should be taught words beyond their ordinary vocabulary, but 
certainly they should first be required to master those that 
comprise it. This suggests the idea that the reading lesson 
should be also the spelling lesson, or at least furnish it in the 
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main. This sapplemented by sentences made by the pupils 
on the basis of words expressive of form, color, quality, ac- 
tion, <&c., would comprise all that is needed in primary spell- 
ing. If a spelling book be used in a Primary School, it should 
be subordinated to the reader and the exercises I have speci* 
fied. But I am no advocate for its use in such school. It is 
time enough to begin it, when t)ie pupil has reached the 
Grammar School. It is then and then only, having previous- 
ly mastered the common words of the language, he should be 
allowed, through the medium of a spelling book, to engage in 
the study of those that comprise its difficult combinations 
and form its curiofis anomaUes. 

Reading. I am able to state that decided progress has 
been made in this branch during the year. Teachers are 
strict in requiring lessons to be read in an easy, conversational 
way, with clearness and distinctness of enunciation and cor- 
rectness of pronunciation. The lack of sufficient dialogical 
selections in the text-books used, is a matter of regret. Such 
lessons are invested with greater attraction for children, and 
furnish the teacher with the best means of counteracting 
monotonous and unnatural tones. 

ROMAN NUMBERS. 

If there be one branch in which the pupils of our Prima- 
ries excel, more than in another, it is that which forms this 
caption. And yet I would be glad to see it stricken from the 
schedule. There is much time devoted to it that might be 
given with greater profit in a diflferent direction. As a part 
of Arithmetic, which it is intended to be, it may have some 
disciplinary worth, but it is questionable if its value in this 
respect, whatever that value may be, compensates for the 
loss in other more useful things, its place in our schools 
compels. 
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Arithmetic. This branch has received very careful atten- 
tion. The consequences is, our pupils are very proficient in 
it. The rapidity and correctness with which operations both 
in mental and written Arithmetic are performed in most of the 
Primaries, is both] gratifying and surprising. I frequently 
propound questions involving such business transactions as 
children can understand ; it is seldom that the answers fail 
to be satisfactory, showing that instruction in the application 
of principles is not neglected. I think the schedule can be 
improved even here. The abstract examples required are too 
large. It seems to me that several small examples could be 
substituted with advantage^for the one large one required. It 
would enable pupils to deal with numbers of which they had 
a definite comprehension, and it would also afford them more 
practise with the last numbers of a result, which, in addition 
and multiplication especially, are so difficult to be understood 
by beginners. Before leaving the subject of Arithmetic, I 
would say that in Western cities a different plan altogether 
from ours is pursued in teaching the fundamental rules in 
Primary Schools. With us the order of the text-book is ob- 
served, addition first, then subtraction, multiplication and di- 
vision in their respective turns. With them, what is known 
as the Grube method prevails. It consists in taking up each 
of the small numbers, beginning with 1, and teaching the 
child all there is to know about it, before passing to another 
number. Treating, for instance, the number 2, the child is 
made to perform all the operations that are possible within 
the limits of this number, no matter whether in the usuai 
classification, they are called addition, subtraction, multipli. 
cation or division. It has to see and keep in mind that 
1+1=2, 2X1=2, 2—1=1, 2-f-l=2, &c. The whole circle 
of operations up to 2 is exhausted, before the child progresses 
to the consideration of the number 3, which is to be treated

in the same way, and so with the other numbers up to 10- 
This class or circle being completed, the second class from 1 
to 100 is taken up, then the third class from 1 to 1000, and so 
forth. 

It is claimed for this method, that it has proved superior 
in practice to anj of the methods known before its inven- 
tion. 

GeograjyJiy. I am not satisfied with this branch in our Pri- 
maries. Teachers will attempt too much. Instead of confining 
instruction, as they should do, to the Cardinal Points, the loca- 
tion and direction of the most prominent objects and places 
in the neighborhood of the school, the definitions of the divi- 
sions of land and water and the shape of the earth, they will 
cram pupils with such information as pertains to the subject 
as taught in the higher grades of school. Instruction in the 
subject in a preparatory way, is undoubtedly demanded in 
Primary Schools, but when given as stated, it conduces to 
no good. It would be a benefit to all concerned, if Primary 
teachers were compelled to dispense with text-books in in- 
structing in this branch.

OP THE 



PRINCIPAL OF BALTIMORE CITY COLLEGE, 



Baltimoke, October 31, 1875. 
To the Commissioners of Public Schools: 

Gentlemen : 

At the date of the last Annual Beport, this school was oc- 
cupying the house known as No. 53 St. Paul street; anxiously, 
however, awaiting a release from its inconveniences, by the 
completion of the Building on Howard street, then in process 
of erection. 

This long looked for event became an accomplished fact in 
January, 1875, and on Monday, February 1st, in the presence 
of an audience that crowded the Study Hall to overflowing, 
the new Building was dedicated, with appropriate ceremonies, 
to the use of Baltimore City College. The addresses on this 
occasion were made by Hon. Joshua Vansant, Mayor ; Hon. 
John Eaton, U. S. Commissioner of Education ; Hon. Chief 
Judge Brown, of the City Supreme Bench, and Prof. Wm. R. 
Creery, Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

On the following M onday, February 8th, without the loss of 
a single day, the students were assigned seats in the new 
Building, and, at once, entered upon the regular routine of 
8cho3l dut'e?. 
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The exercises of the Twenty-Fiffch Commencement of the 
school were held in Ford's Grand Opera House, on the even- 
ing of Wednesday, June 30th. 

The perforidances of the young men representing the grad- 
uating class on this occasion, were of a high order, and le- 
ceived from the audience well deserved manifestations of ap- 
proval. 

The examination for admission to the College was held on 
the first and second days of July in the College Building. 
There were present at this' examination, from the Grammar 
Schools 278 ; from Private schools 10 ; in all 288 appli- 
cants. 

Of the applicants from Grammar Schools, 181 ; of those 
from Private schools, 2 ; in all, 183, were given permission to 
enter the College. 

At the opening of the session in September, several appli- 
<sants from Private schools were granted an examination, four 
of whom passed and were admitted. 

The roll, as made up in Sc^ptember, is as follows : 

Returned after Summer vacation 250 

Entered from Grammar Schools 165 

" Private Schools 6 

Total number 421 

A comparison of this table with the corresponding one of 
last year, will show that the aggregate number on the roll of 
September, 1875, is twenty-one in excess of that of September, 
1874 ; a fact the more note-worthy, since the number of stu- 
dents entering the College in 1875, is thirty-six less than was 
that of those entering in 1874. 
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This increase of twenty-one is the result of tbe unusually 

ge number el our students who. returned after the Summer 

cation ; there being, this year, of these 250; while, last 
)ar, there were but 193; a diflference of 57 in. favor of the 
resent year. 

To make provision for this extraordinary return of students, 
t became necessary to reconstruct the schedule of the school, 
Mrhich was done by dividing the third year students into two, 
and those of the second year into three classes, — a necessity 
never before existing in the history of the Institution, and in- 
dicating clearly its growing favor in public estimation. 

Two years ago, and also in the Report of last year, the at- 
tention of the Board wasc ailed to the propriety of re-introduc- 
ing Drawing into tbe curriculum of the school. 

Accordingly, provision was made for doing this at the 
opening in September, by the appointment of Mr. R W. Preece 
to the charge of that department, which is now in successful 
operation. 

The election, by the Board, of Prof. H. E. Shepherd to the 
-Superintendency, made vacant by the death of Prof. Creery, 
•deprived the^OJllego of the services of an able and faithful 
instructor and the members of the Faculty of a genial 
•colleague. 

In his transfer to a new field of labor and responsibility. 
Prof. Shepherd leaves the College with the best wishes of the 
entire Faculty for his success in his enlarged sphere of 
<iuty. 

Prof. Shepherd's withdrawal from the College, made a va- 
cancy in the department of History and English Literature, 
which was filled by the appointment thereto, of Mr. Charles 
C Wight, Principal of No. 9 Male Grammar School. Prof. 
Wight took charge of his new position, at the opening of the 
session in September, since which time he has been faithfully 
4}ischarging the duties of the same. 
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On account of the advanced age of our venerable colleague^ 
Dr. James Mcln tire, who for more than the third of a century^ 
filled the chair of Astronomy in the College, the Board deemed 
it necessary to transfer that subject to the chair occupied by 
Prof. Kerr. 

Dr. Mclntire*s connection with the school covers nearly the 
entire period of its existence, and in his retirement, after his 
long term of service, he carries with him the kindly regards 
of his former colleagues. 

Before bringing this Eeport to a close, I take occasion to 
say, that the Baltimore City College, in all its departments of 
instruction, and in its general discipline as well, is in a con- 
dition that fully entitles it to that high position in the estima- 
tion of the community, to which it has already attained. 

Nor even yet, possibly, has it reached its limit in that di- 
rection. 

The measure looking to an additional year to the present 
course of study, should it receive, as I trust it may, the favor- 
able action of the Board, cannot fail to contribute to the in- 
creased usefulness of the school, by bringing within the reach 
of our students who may wish to take the full course, the op- 
portunities of higher culture than is possible at present,^ 
while to those wishing to take a shorter course, it will furnish 
increased facilities for preparation for mechanical and com- 
mercial pursuits. 

And, now in conclusion, I take pleasure in saying, that 
much of the credit for the present standing of the school is 
due to my professional colleagues. 

With their continued co-operation and the fostering care of 
the Committee on the school and of the Board generally, 
there can be no doubt in regard to the future of the College.

To the Board of Commissioiiers of PuUic Schools : 

Gentlemen : • 

I have the honor to state that mj first duty is to tender to 
the Council and to the Board the thanks of teachers and of 
pupils for what has been done for the better appearance of 
the Study Boom, and for their personal comfort. The former 
arrests the attention and elicits the praise of every visitor. 
The change in thermal arrangements has not yet been fully 
tested, but the effect, thus far, warrants an expression of im- 
provement that is promising. At the closing of the school, in 
June, the number on the roll was 294. Of these, 219 returned 
in September, 132 entered from the Grammar, and 2 from 
Private schools. Of the number who did not return, 41 were 
Graduates. Since September, 5 having withdrawn, we have, 
at this date, 348. The average attendance is about 95 per 
cent. I am disposed to believe that there are few, if any cases 
that are not excusable, the causes, generally, being sickness, 
inclement weather, and domestic necessity. On this subject 
I beg leave to state that, during a late examination of the re- 
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ports from different States, I found that the attendance, in. 
Baltimore, was as large, and, in some cases, larger than it was 
in the other principal cities of the country. The question, 
what will secure better attendance? has been often asked. 
My answer is, let position and love be the teacher's rule of 
action, and make the school, particularly the recitation room, 
attractive. Stricter rule in reference to lateness has reduced 
this evil to almost zero. It is confined to, now and then, a 
necessitous case, and, occasionally, to those who live at a long 
distance from the school, or out of the city. I have reason 
to believe that the scholastic condition of the school is credit- 
able and promising. In the best institutions in the world, 
ranging from the University down to the Village School, there 
are always some wh<f, from want of capacity, of proper quali- 
fication, or from adverse traits that no compulsory or other 
influence can overcome, more often retrograde than advance. 
If then, in accordance with this truth, we find suchdeficiences 
in the more mature in age, we may expect to find the same in 
children, and view the matter more leniently. TVe, in com- 
mon with all, have such cases, but enough of the more suc- 
cessful to testify to the ability, the faithfulness, and the 
efficiency of my associates. If there are too many branches 
of study, in the aggregate, or too many at one time, as some 
believe, this is the fault of the community, or of that part of 
it that estimate the value of a pchool by the amount of its 
study, and extent of its course. This may be unwise, because 
it may be productive of more knowledge than intelligence; 
but we take the case as we find it, and do the best that can 
be done under such or other adverse circumstances. Of the 
strictly practical studies, I hope that all will acquire informa- 
tion sufficient to successfully meet the ordinary exigencies of 
life, while, from the remaining range I also trust that many 
will extract a loftier intellectual culture. The general discip- 
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line of the school was never better, and, for this, I am much 
indebted to my associates, who, in this important matter, zeal- 
ously co-operate with me. Still another source of gratifica. 
tion is a prevailing moral sentiment. As the sequence of a 
constant effort to aid home instruction in this direction, I am 
happy in the belief that our labor is not in vain. 

With these acquirements of intelligence and virtue, all hope 
ihat many, very many, will gp out of the Female High 
:Schools of Baltimore to bless society and augment the sum of 
human happiness. The class of 1875, (41 in number) was 
graduated, in July last, at Ford's Opera House, in the pre- 
-sence of a large audience and with the best wishes of all. The 
present class, (60 in number at this time) diligently working 
for a like terminus of their course, possesses much pro- 
mise. 

Tendering to the Board an appreciation of their fostering 
care, and an earnest hope that our united and harmonious 
effort to elevate the standard and character of the school may 
be crowned with a success commensurate with our desire.

REPORT 

OF THE 

PRINCIPAL OF WESTERN FEMALE HIGH SCHOOL 



Baltimore, December 1, 1875. 
To the Commissioners of PuUic Schools : 
Gentlemen : 

The thirtieth annual report of the Western Female High 
School is herewith respectfully submitted for your considera- 
tion. Under a kind Providence our institution has enjoyed 
its usual prosperity during the year. The health of the 
members of our Faculty has been such, that they have never 
been absent from their classes, except in two instances, both 
of which was caused by death in the family, and amounted, in 
all, to five days. 

The general health of our pupils was as good as usual, but 
it becomes our painful duty to record the death of Miss Buck, ' 
a joyous happy pupil, who entered upon her course of study 
with buoyant hopes, but, after a few days of nevere suffering, 
her work on earth was finished. Five of our pupils lost their 
fathers by death, and several others were detained from 
school by protracted sickness, which greatly reduced our gen- 
eral average attendance. Notwithstanding these drawbacks, 
the attendance compares favorably with that of former 
years. 

Since the opening in September, including inclement weath- 
er, it averaged 93 per cent. 

The general deportment and progress of the classes de- 
serve commendation. In this connection we deem it import* ^ 
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ant, through this medium, to call the attention of parents to 
the injurious effect of irregular attendance upon the progress 
of their daughters. We have reason to believe there are those 
who have not seriously considered this matter, inasmuch as 
quite a number of our pupils are frequently absent for short 
periods, and yet bring legal excuses for the same. 

Surely nothing but absolute necessity should induce pa- 
rents to permit their daughters to lose a single recitation. TVe 
are fully convinced, from past experience, that in quite a num- 
ber of cases, the desire to leave school, before graduation, can 
be traced to irregular attendance. Their scholastic standing 
is, thereby, gradually reduced, and, as a consequence, interest 
in study becomes less, and finally the desire to leave school 
altogether takes full possession of their minds. 

Our last Annual Commencement was held at ^'Ford^s 
Grand Opera House," on the evening of the first of July. 
The exercises on the occasion seemed to give general satisfac- 
tion to the large audience present. Forty-six young ladies, 
who had completed their full course of study, received the 
usual Certificates, from the hands of the Hon. Joshua Yan- 
€ant. Mayor. 

The Peabody Gold Medals were awarded by Mr. XJhler, as 
the representative of the Peabody Committee. The Presi- 
dent of the Maryland Institute, Mr. George, awarded tickets 
of free admission to the lectures of the Institute. 

At the close of last session we had 340 pupils on roll. This 
number was reduced by graduation, withdrawals on account 
of ill health, removals from the city and other unavoidable 
causes, so that only 253 returned to school. 

Seven of our pupils who had previously left on account of 
ill health, having suflSciently recovered, also re-entered. 

Of those admitted at the regular examination in July, 179 
pupils entered, and also eight of those, examined at the same 
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time, at the E. F. High School. In addition to these, three 
others were admitted by authorized examinations from Pri- 
vate Schools, consequently our roll was made up as follows : 

Former pupils returned 260 

Admitted by regular examinations 190 

Transferred fromE. F. High School. 3 

Aggregate 453 

Since our opening in September, 13 have been withdrawn 
on account of protracted personal or relative sickness — one re- 
moved to Ohio, one died, and four were obliged to remain at 
Lome, leaving 434 on roll to date. 

No change has been deemed advisable, either in the num- 
ber of classes, or in the arrangement of the studies, since our 
last report ; if however, we had sufficient class-room accom- 
modations, some would have been suggested, in both these 
respects. We earnestly hope the adjoining building may be 
annexed at an early day, thereby affording the means of sup- 
plying this deficiency, and of adding other conveniences so 
necessary and so generally provided for institutions of this 
grade, and, in fact, found in nearly all school buildings re- 
cently erected. 

The absolute necessity for an additional supply of chemical 
and philosophical apparatus, impels us to renew, with in- 
creased earnestness, the application made on this subject in 
our last annual report. The recent supply obtained for the 
young gentlemen of the College, induces me to hope, that in 
due time, our young ladies will have the privilege and pleasure 
of enjoying the advantages of an equally Hberal provision 
made for them in this regard. 

From the increased number of applications this session for 
admission to this institution, by parents who had previously 
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patronised private seminaries, we may fairly infer, that the 
popularity of the Female High Schools has not diminished. 

It affords us pleasoi'e in being able to bear testimony U> 
the earnestness and efficiency of the teachers associated with 
us, in the several departments, and their prompt co-operation 
is fully appreciated. 

The Committee on Female High Schools are entitled to onr 
special thanks, for the deep interest ever manifested in the 
successful working of the school, and to the Board and its 
officers we also tender our acknowledgments for the courtesy 
always extended in our relations with them. 

Having now performed our duty, in accordance with a rule 
of your Board, by presenting, as fully as may be, the condi- 
tion and wants of this institution, we will close by expressing 
the hope, that the Great Disposer of events may vouchsafe 
His blessing upon every effort to maintain and extend its use- 
fulness.

N. B. — Give f\ill instruction on all work that is to be prepared at home, 
and make the amount of home-work as small in quantity as possible ; and re- 
member, also, that teachers should n«t impose upon parents what they may 
be either unwilling or unable to do. Teach Heading careAilly. Class exam- 
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inations in Penmanship, Mobic, Drawing and Reading semi-annnallf. Re- 
•quire a short composition from each pupil in the First Class eyery two weeks. 
Diyide the class into two sections, so that the first section shall write one 
week and the second section the following week. The Composition should 
be first written upon a half-sheet of letter paper, and, after correctioiu are 
made, re-written in a Composition Book. 

About 15 lines, with 5 words to the line, making 75 words, will be soffl- 
cient. Be particular with the Spelling, Capitalizing and Punctuation. Tetch 
the form of letter-writing, including the proper heading or date, address, in- 
troduction, body of letter, subscription and superscription. Teach form for 
note of inyitation and reply; for letter of introduction ; newspaper pan- 
graphs, called ** locals ;" and for a business composition, yiz : a bill 

These directions on Composition are of a general character, and can be 
changed by the teacher, who may require a Composition more frequentlj 
than is specified. 

The requisitions for admission to High Schools and City College are the 
tsame as last year, including Composition and Reading.

AETICLE XXni. 
L— COMMITTEE. 
The legislative power of the Baltimore City College shall 
be vested in the Committee on Baltimore City College, who 
shall meet at least once a month for the transaction of such 
business as the interest of the School may require, in accord- 
ance with the Bules of the Board. — (See Article Y.) 

II.— FACULTY. 

The Faculty shall consist of a Principal, Vice-Principal, and 
such Professors and Instructors as may be found necessary 
for the work of the College. They shall meet statedly, once 
a week (and oftener, on the call of the Principal) at such 
time, not included in the daily sessions, as they may appoint, 
to consult in regard to the best interests of the School, and to 
transact such business as may come properly before them, 
the same to be reported immediately to the Committee for its 
action. 

m.— COURSES OF STUDY. 

The full course of study for graduation shall be four years. 
There shall also be a two years' course, and all students who 
have completed this course shall, upoii leaving honorably, be 
entitled to receive, upon their application, a certificate of such 
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Lonorable dismissioD, signed^Lby theJFaculty — and^settbg 
forth upon its face the time during which they have been con- 
nected with the College. 

The studies of the College shall be the English, French, 
German and Latin languages (Greek optional), History, an- 
cient and modem. Writing and Book-Eeeping, Arithmetic Be- 
viewed. Algebra, Geometry, Plane and Spherical Trigonome- 
try, and their applications, Analytical Geometry and Calculus, 
Physiology, Chemistry, Physical Geography, Natural Philoso- 
phy, Astronomy, Psychology, Logic, Ehetoric, Moral Philoso- 
phy, Mental Philosophy, Political Economy, and the Consti- 
tution of the United States. 

IV.-.CURRICULUM. 
The Curriculum shall be as follows : 

Ftnt Tear. 

English Grammar and Analysis, Elocution, History of England, Writing; 
Natural Philosaphy (elementary); Latin commenced ; Book-Kecping com* 
menced ; Arithmetic reviewed; Algebra completed; Geometry, III Books. 

Second Tear. 

Rhetoric, Composition, and Elocution; English Grammar and Analysis; 
History of Rome ; Book-Keeping continued ; Physical Geography, Phyri- 
ology; Latin continued ; German commenced ; Geometry completed; FUuie 
Trigonometry; Mensuration. 

Third Tear. 

Rhetoric, Composition, and Elocution ; History of English Literature ; 
History of Greece; Natural Philosophy (full course); Astronomy commenced; 
Latin continued; German continued; Greek commenced (optional); French 
commenced ; Surveying, Leveling, and Navigation. 

Fourth Tear. 
Original Speeches and Elocution ; English Literature ; History of the An- 
cient Empires ; Mental Philosophy ; Moral Philosophy ; Constitution of the 
United States; Chemistry and Geology ; Latin continued ; Greek continued; 
French continued ; German continued ; Analytical Geometry ; Astronomy- 
completed ; Review of Mathematics. 
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No pupil shall be excused from any study as arranged in. 
the preceding curriculum, without the consent of the Commit- 
tee ; and any pupil who may be excused shall forfeit all right 
to contest for the graduating honors and prizes. 

v.— EXAMINATION AND ADMISSION. 

There shall be an examination of candidates for admissioiv 
to the Baltimore City College, annually, in the month of July,, 
to be conducted by the Faculty, under the direction of the- 
Committee ; and the result of such examination shall be sub- 
mitted to the Board as soon thereafter as practicable. 

Boys of fourteen years of age who shall have passed two- 
quarters, and boys of twelve years of age who shall have 
passed two full scholastic years in the Grammar Schools next 
preceding the time for examination, having paid their tuition 
fees in full, of good moral character, and who shall pass an 
examination in Spelling, English Grammar, Geography, Arith- 
metic, and Algebra through Simple Equations, involving three 
unknown quantities, to the satisfaction of the Committee, shall 
be entitled to admission. If any admitted student should not 
take his seat in the College within one tveek from the begin- 
ning of the term, he shall not be entitled to admission, unless 
the delay be caused by sickness or unavoidable absence from 
the city. 

Principals of Grammar Schools shall report to the Superin- 
tendent, on the third Tuesday in June, the names of all boys 
who will be candidates for admission to the Baltimore City 
College at the ensuing examination, in conformity with blanks 
to be furnished by that officer. 

No candidate who has been guilty of truant-playing or any 

other grossly improper conduct during the scholastic year, 

shall be examined or admitted without the authority of the 

.Committee ; and it shall be the duty of Principals to report 

all such candidates to the Committee for its action. 
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Boys of fourteen years of age who are not pupils of the 
Grammar Schools shall be entitled to examination for admis- 
sion, and the Committee shall arrange for the examination of 
such candidates at such times as may be deemed proper, bnt 
the requirements and standard of such examination shall be 
the same as that required of Grammar School pupils. 

No pupil who has been removed from the Baltimore CSitj 
College shall be re-admitted unless by special action of the 
Committee. 

VL— DUTIES OP THE FACULTY. 

The Principal shall be charged with the government of the 
School and the general supervision of its studies, subject 
to the advice and direction of the Committee. He shall ako 
have charge of the rooms, furniture, library, cabinets, appara- 
tus and other property of the School, and shall be accounta- 
ble to the Board for the proper use and preservation of the 
same. At the close of each year he shall present to the Board 
a report on the condition and wants of the School. 

The Faculty, severally, shall be responsible for the improve- 
ment of their classes, and for the safe-keeping of the furni- 
ture, &c., of their class-rooms. . 

Vn.— DISCIPLINE. 

The Professors, in their respective departments, shall main- 
tain order, enforce obedience, and urge to application by such 
incentives as are consistent with these general regulations, 
avoiding at all times the use of harsh or opprobrious epithets. 

Each Professor shall keep a diary or register of conduct, in 
which he shall note any act of misconduct, whether ordinary 
or special, which occurs in his presence, or which comes prop- 
erly under his notice, with the amount of his censure expressed 
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in demerit marks. He shall leava his diar j with the Principal 
when required, once a week, or oftener ; and it shall be the 
•duty of the Principal to examine such entries and approve 
them, or (after consultation with the Professor) make such 
change in said demerit marks as in his opinion shall be just, 
and then the same shall be carried into the demerit ledger » 
but all such changes which may not meet the approval of the 
Professor shall be reported to the Committee for its action. 

The students are required to be punctual in their attend- 
ance, diligent in their studies, respectful and polite toward 
their teachers, kind and civil in their intercourse with each 
other, and to observe order and decorum in going to and re- 
turning from school. 

Ofifences against the government of the school shall be 
classed as ordhiary and special; the first including everything 
which hinders the progress of study, or is in its nature im- 
proper, and which might be avoided by due attention on the 
part of the student, but which is rather the result of careless- 
ness than a deliberate purpose to offend ; and the second in- 
cluding every kind of intentional misconduct. 

The particular acts embraced under the class of ordinary 
offences shall be made known, officially, from time to time, as 
the exigencies of the school may require ; and for each of 
these offences there shall be, in the first instance, a demerit 
mark of 1. If the offence be committed after special warn- 
ing by the Professor, it shall be so recorded, and incur a de- 
merit mark of 2 ; and an additional demerit mark for each 
additional warning ; provided, however, the mark for this class 
of offences shall not exceed 5. 

The demerit for lateness and absence, when the detention 
is not occasioned by sickness, necessary attendance on the 
"Sick, or some equally imperative cause, shall be as follows : 
Lateness, 10 minutes or less, 1 ; more than 10 minutes and 
not more than 30, 2 ; more than 30 minutes and not more than 
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the first recitation period, 3 ; any larger part of the day, 4; 
absence a whole day, 5. This does not include tmant-playing; 
which is embraced under the head of special offences. When 
a student has been late or absent, it shall be his duty, on his 
appearance in the school, to deliver to the Principal a note^ 
signed by his parent or guardian, stating the length and cause 
of such detention, in order that it may be judged of under 
this rule. 

No student, after entering the school in the morning, shall 
leave under any pretext whatever, before the close of the ses- 
sion, without the written permission of the Principal ; and 
it shall be the duty of tha Principal to record in his diary 
the name, the time, and the cause of such permission when 
granted. 

When any offence has been committed which seems to re- 
quire more than usual notice, the Professor in whose presence 
it has occurred shall either send the offender at once to the 
Principal, or cite him to appear before the Faculty at their 
next regular meeting, according to the grade of the offence ; 
and every student shall promptly report himself to the Princi- 
pal, or answer his citation before the Faculty as required. 

Every act of truant-playing shall, in the first instance, incur 
a demerit mark of 10 for each day of such absence, accom- 
panied with admonition, public or private, according to the 
circumstances of the case ; and if n peated after such admoni- 
tion, the truant shall be indefinitely suspended, and his case 
reported at once to the Committee. 

Any stulent having presented a note or other writing, 
falstly purporting to be signed by his parent, guardian, of 
other responsible person, shall be deemed guilty of a very 
grave offence, and shall be dealt with by the Committee in 
their discretion. 

Any student losing, destroying, or injuring any property of 
the Board, teachers, or of his fellow-students, shall make ade- 
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Luate pecuniary compensation, irrespective of whatever school- 
sensore the circumstances of the case may require. 

The parents or guardians of pupils habitually indolent, or 
10 irregular in their attendance as to prevent their advance- 
ment with their classes, will be requested to withdraw them, 
and in case of refusal they shall be reported to the Committee 
for expulsion. 

For any gross offence, which seems to require it, a student 
Hay be suspended by the Principal, and the case reported 
mmediately to the Committee. 

When the number of a student's demerit marks, in one 
[uarter, amounts to 50, it shall be the duty of the Principal to 
suspend him« If, then, the student and his parent, or guar- 
lian, appear before the Faculty and give such assurances as 
nay lead them to believe there will be a decided reforma- 
ion, they may in their discretion re-admit him on trial, or 
efer his case to the Committee at their next stated meeting. 
Should he again, after such re-admission, accumulate 50 de- 
uerit marks before the end of the next quarter, he shall be 
ndefinitely suspended by the Faculty, and reported for dis- 
uission to the Committee at their next stated meeting. 

All suspensions, whether by the Principal or the Faculty, 
ihall be recorded on the minutes. Students under suspension, 
LS all others^ are required to attend the term examinations. 

A student may be promoted to a higher class at any time 
)y a vote of the Faculty, if in their opinion his age and at- 
ainments are such as to make it expedient. 

Each Professor shall keep a daily record of recitations, esti- 
uating the value of each on a scale running from to 100. 
Lfc the end of the quarter these will be averaged. From the 
iverages of the several Professors a general average will bo 
>btained, called the Quarterly Average of Scholarship. At 
lie end of each term (the term consisting of two quarters) a 
igid examination of the classes will be held in the studies of 
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the term, and the results expressed numericallj on a scale of 
100. The average of these results, combined with the quar- 
terly averages of the same term, will give the Term Average 
of Scholarship. When a class is about to graduate, an exam* 
ination of it will be had in all the studies of the course, and 
the average of the results of this examination, combined with 
all the term averages of scholarship, will give the Final Aver- 
age of Scholarship. 

The marks of demerit which a student may have incurred 
during the quarter will be deducted from 100, which will give 
the Quarterly Grade of Conduct. The average of the two 
quarterly grades will give the Term Average of Conduct The 
average of all the term averages will give the Final Average 
of Conduct. 

The quarterly average of scholarship combined with the 
quarterly grade of conduct will give the Quarterly Average of 
Merit.- The term average of scholarship combined with the 
term average of conduct will give the Term Average of Merit 
The final average of scholarship combined with the final aver- 
age of conduct will give the Graduating Average. The student 
whose graduating average is the highest will stand No. 1, the 
one next highest No. 2, <&o. 

The average of the Term Averages of Scholarship for any 
given scholastic year, will give the annual Average of Scholar- 
ship. When a class is about to graduate, an examination of 
it will be had in all the studies of the course, and the average 
of the results of this examination combined with the annual 
Average of Scholarship for the graduating year, will give the 
Final Average of Scholarship. For promotion from the first 
year to the second, the annual Average Scholarship shall be 
60 ; from the second to the third, 65 ; from the third to the 
fourth, 70 ; and no student will be allowed to graduate with 
his class whose Final Average of Scholarship, or whose grad- 
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nating average falls below 70. Provided, however, that no 
student shall be allowed to graduate who shall fall below sixty 
in any one department of study. 

Unless otherwise arranged by the Faculty, the student 
whose graduating average is the highest, t. 6., who stands ]No. 
1, shall at the Commencement deliver the Honorary Oration ; 
the one who graduates No. 2, i. e., whose graduating average 
is second in order of merit, shall deliver the Valedictory; and 
the one who graduates No. 3 shall deliver the Salutatory Ad- 
dress. 

The three students who stand the highest will each be enti^ 
tied to a Peabody prize of the first grade (one hundred dol- 
lars), and the next four will each be entitled to a Peabody 
prize of the second grade, fifty dollars. 

Those students in all the classes, whose term average of 
merit is not less than 90, shall be ranked as Distinguished ; 
and those whose term average is less than 90, but not less 
than 80, shall, in like manner, be ranked as Meritorious. The 
rank of graduates in this respect will be announced.

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«ULES RELATING TO FEMALE HIGH SCHOOLS. 



ARTICLE XXIV. 
I.— COMMITTEE. 



The legislative power of the Female High Schools shall be 
Tested in the Committee on Female High Schools, who shall 
meet at least once a month for the transaction of such bad- 
ness as the interestB of the school may require, in accordance 
with the rules of the Board. . (See Article V.) 

II.— FACULTY. 

The Faculty shall consist of a Principal, First Assistant, 
and as many Assistants and Instructors as may from time to 
time be found necessary for the work of the schools. 

III.— COURSE OF STUDY. 

The Eegular Courbe of Study shall be four years, and shall 
not be extended except by permission of the Board. 

IV.— CURRICULUM. 

The Curriculum shall be as follows : 

1. English and BtUe Jjettres — Embracing Etymology, Penmanship, Eloca* 
tion, Grammar, Ancient and Modern History, Rhetoric and Composition. 

2. Atathematici—Einbr&cmg Aritlimetic, Algebra and Geometry. 

3. Natural /NcieTWJea— Embracing Natural Philosophy, Astronomy, Chemis- 
try and Physiology. 
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4. Ifordlf Menial and PoUHcal Sciences, — Embracing Moral Philosophy, 
Mental Philosophy, Political Economy, Constitution of the United States 
«md of State of Maryland. 

5. Mune. — ^Vocal. 

6. Drawing. 

7. French, 

No pupil shall be excased from any study as above arranged 
without the consent of the Committee ; and any pupil who 
may be excused shall forfeit all right to contest for the grad- 
uating honors and prizes, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Committee. 

v.— EXAMINATION AND ADMISSION. 

There shall be an examination for admission to the Female 
High Schools, annually, in the month of July, to be conducted 
by the Faculty under the direction of the Committee; and the 
result of the examination shall be submitted to the Board as 
soon thereafter as practicable. No pupil shall be examined 
under thirteen years of age. Pupils from private schools who 
may receive permits from the Committee, shall be examined 
at the same time as those from Grammar Schools, of which 
due notice shall be given in the daily papers at least ten days 
previous to the time of examination. 

Pupils who may pass a satisfactory examination, according 
to the standard approved by the Committee previous to the 
examination, in Spdling, Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic, 
Penmanship and Music, shall be admitted. 

If any pupil shall fail to present herself at the school within 
one week after the commencement of the term, she shall not 
be entitled to admission, unless the delay shall be caused by 
sickness or imavoidable absence from the city. 

Principals of Female Grammar Schools shall report to the 
JSuperintendent, on the third Tuesday in June, the names Of 
all pupils who will be candidates for admission to the Female 
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High Schools at the ensuing examination, in conformity with 
blanks to be prepared by that officer. 

No pupil will be re-admitted if once removed from the 
school, unless otherwise directed by the Committee. 

VI.— DUTIES OF THE FACULTY. 

The Principal shall be charged with the government of the 
school, and the general supervision of its studies, subject to 
the advice and direction of the Committee. He shall also 
have charge of the rooms, furniture, library, cabinets, appa- 
ratus and other property of the school, and shall be account- 
able to the Board for the proper use and preservation of the 
same. At the close of each year he shall present to the Board 
a report on the condition and wants of the schools. 

The Assistants, severally, shall be responsible for the im- 
provement of their classes, and for the safb keeping of the 
furniture, &c., of their class-rooms. 

The Assistants shall at the close of each day report to the 
Principal the name of each pupils who has been absent from 
her class, or who has not been punctual in attendance, or who 
may have been guilty of misconduct. 

VII.-DISCIPLINE. 

The Assistants, in their respective departments, shall main- 
tain order, enforce obedience, and urge to application by such 
incentives as are consistent with these general regulations, 
avoiding at all times the use of harsh or opprobrious epithets. 

Each Assistant shall keep a diary or register of conduct, in 
which she shall note any act of misconducti whether ordinary 
or special, which occurs in her presence, or which comes 
properly under her notice, with the amount of her censure 
expressed in demerit marks. She shall leave her diary with 
the Principal when required once a week, or oftener, and it 
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shall be the duty of the Principal to examine such entries and 
approve them, or (after consulting with the Assistant) make 
such change in said demerit marks as in his opinion shall be 
just, and then the same shall be carried into the demerit 
ledger ; but all such changes which may not meet the ap- 
proval of its Assistants shall be reported to the Committee for 
its action. 

The pupils are required to be punctual in their attendance, 
diligent in their studies, respectful and polite toward their 
teachers, kind and civil in their intercourse with each other, 
and to observe order and decorum in going to and returning 
from school. 

Breaches of discipline shall be divided into ordinary and 
special, which the Principal shall define and officially make 
known as the discipline of the school shall require. 

For each ordinary oflfence thus specified, the mark shall be 
1 ; and if after the declaration of this (for in every case of 
marking the teacher mmt notify the pupil) the said ofifense be 
repeated during a period or session, the mark shall be 2. K 
again repeated in the same time, the pupil must be sent to the 
Piincipal. Special offences, among which may be classed as 
prominent, direct disobedience or disrespect, may be noted 
and deferred only for the decision of the Principal ; or the 
offender may be immediately sent to him with the offence 
specified. No pupil, for any offence, must be sent from any 
room except as above specified. Unbecoming or unladylike 
conduct, either in the school building, yard, or upon the street, 
shall be considered a special offence. 

The mark for lateness at the opening of school shall be 1 ; 
for fifteen mitutes, 2 ; for a period, 3 ; for a longer time, 4 ; 
and for a whole day, 5 ; except such be caused by personal 
sickness, necessary attendance on the sick, or death in the 
family. 
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Pupils, for absence, mast bring notes of excuse from parents . 
or guardians. Such notes must express the cause. No papil 
will be allowed to leave the building during the school session, 
except for the causes specified above, without a note counter- 
signed by one of the Committee on the school. 

When the number of demerit marks in any quarter shall 
amount to twenty-five, the pupil against whom they shall be 
recorded shall receive a notice of warning, and if the number 
in any quarter shall reach fifty, the pupil shall be suspended 
by the Principal. If, however, the pupil and parent, or 
guardian, shall appear and give assurances of reformation, she 
will be re-admitted, but the effect of such suspension shall be 
to disqualify her for competing for the highest prizes. Should 
she again, after such re-admission, accumulate 50 demerit 
marks before the end of the next quarter, she shall be indefi- 
nitely suspended by the Faculty, and reported for dismission 
to the Committee at the next stated meeting. 

Every suspension shall take one from the final average of 
the last year ; and any one who, during the last year, tthaU 
have fifty demerit marks, shall be disqualified for competition 
for admission to the lectures of the Peabody and Maryland 
Institutes. Each teacher must, at his or her option, mark re- 
citations on a scale of from 1 to 100, in any branch or branches 
in his or her charge; but in the months of January and June 
there shall be a stated and special semi-annual or term exami- 
nation of every class in all the studies of the preceding half 
year or year. Examinations held during a term shall be con- 
sidered as recitations. The average of recitations, if any, 
during a term, shall be added to the result of the term exami- 
nation, and the average of the two shall be the Term Average 
of Scholarship. At the close of the year the average of the 
two terms shall be an Annual Average of Scholarship. The 
number of demerit marks received in a term shall be taken 
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from 100, and the balance shall be a Term Average of Con- 
duct, and the average of the two term averages shall be ai> 
Annual Average of Conduct. 

An average of Annual Conduct averages during the whole 
course of four years shall be the final conduct average. 

An average of the Final Conduct average, and of the annual 
average of Scholarship for the fourth or graduating year shall 
constitute the graduating average. And to the pupil having 
the highest number shall be awarded the first medal and Hon- 
orary Address ; to the next, the third medal and Salutatory,, 
and to the rest in the order of their rank the remaining 
medals. The Faculty may, however, at its option, award the 
preparation and reading of the address to such other gradu- 
ates as it may select. 

For promotion from the first year to the second, from the 
second to the third, and from the third to the fourth, the Scho- 
lastic average shall be 65 ; but for a diploma, the Scholastic 
average of the fourth year shall be 75. From 75 to 80 shall 
be considered Meritorious, from 80 to 90 Excellent, above 90 
Distinguished, and these results shall be expressed on the 
diploma, which shall be awarded at the Commencement thai 
shall be held at such time as the Committee may appoint. 

In case of failure on the part of any pupil to complete any 
term record, such failure shall at once be reported to the Com- 
mittee ; and if it arise from a cause satisfactory to them, it 
shall not, of itself, deprive a pupil of the right to a diploma ; 
but no pupil who fails to complete both term records in the 
fourth or graduating year shall be entitled to a Peabody 
Medal. 
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The five pupils who stand the highest will each be entitled 
to a Peabodj prize of the first grade, and the next will each 
be entitled to a Peabody prize of the second grade.
